NEW YEARS PRESENTS TO THE CHILDREN 
IN THE RURAL DISTRICTS 


Government Decides to Send One Million Winter Clothes and Caps Free of 
Charge to the Children in the Rural Districts 


At the end of last year the Government 
adopted a decision on supplying the rural 
children with winter clothes and caps. 

The Decision points out the fact that 
thanks to the Party’s wise leadership and 
to the creative labour of the entire co-opera- 
tive farmers our countryside has been turn- 
ed into a socialist countryside which knows 
no crop failure. 

The Decision states that the entire co- 
operative farmers of the country, upholding 
the agricultural policy of the Korean Work- 
ers’ Party, have kept increasing the output 
of rice and all other agricultural produce, 
and reaped bumper harvests last year 
despite the most unfavorable weather con- 
dition and big floods. They have brought 
upwards of 122,000 jungbo of land under 
fruits and created a wide area of forest of 
economic value. They also attained a big 
success in the production of cil-bearing and 
industrial crops keenly needed for develop- 
ing industry and in the production of ani- 
mal products. 

Thus the entire agricultural co-operative 
farm members of the country greatly con- 
tributed not only to the development of 
the rural economy but also to the develop- 
ment of all other branches of the national 
economy and to the improvement of the 
people’s living through their creative labour. 

In response to the tasks set before them 
by the historical Seventh Plenum of the 
Fourth Party Central Committee of further 


consolidating the already scored socialist 
gains, the country’s entire agricultural co- 
operative farmers completed projects needed 
for expanding the acreage of paddies to 
640,000 jungbo in a short period, and car- 
ried out many irrigation and river read- 
justment projects. Now they are making 
preparations, far earlier than last year, for 
reaping 500 kg more of grain from each 
jungbo of paddy and non-paddy fields this 
year. 

Highly appraising the peasants’ struggle 
waged in 1963, the Government greeting 
new year 1964 adopted a Decision to sup- 
ply as New Year’s gifts the children of 
the entire peasant households with cne 
million winter clothes and caps that the 
workers produced. 

According to the Decision, all children be- 
tween 4 and 10 in the rural districts will 
be given winter clothes and caps free of 
charge. 

Children of the workers of the salterns 
and members of the fishing co-operatives 
will also receive winter clothes and caps. 

Workers in the field of light industry, 
having already successfully carried out the 
fabrics production plan, are fully ready to 
make and send the winter clothes and caps 
to the children. 

The Dicision stipulated that the supply 
of winter clothes and caps will be com- 
pleted by the end of January 1964 accord- 
ing to sex and age groups.

ON THE FULFILMENT OF THE NATIONAL ECONOMIC 


DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR 1963 


The entire working people of our country 
in full support of the decisions of the Fifth 
Plenum of the Fourth Central Committee 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea have achiev- 
ed fresh successes in the fulfilment of the 
Seven-Year Plan put forward by _ the 
Fourth Congress of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea by further accelerating socialist con- 
struction while turning the whole country 
into a fortress through the strengthening 
of the national defence. 

Last year our working people waged a 
vigorous labour struggle for carrying out 
the Ten Major Tasks put forth by the 
Party, and scored brilliant achievements in 
the fulfilment of the National Economic 
Development Plan for 1963 for consolidat- 
ing the successes registered in capturing 
the Six Heights and for preparing for at- 
taining a new higher eminence. 

The Daian work system and Chungsanri 
method established at the personal initia- 
tive and under the guidance of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung have been intensified in all 
domains of the national economy to bring 
about new improvement in the economic 
guidance and industrial management. And 
positiveness and creative-initiative of the 
masses were further enhanced with the in- 
tensification and development of the Chulli- 
ma movement. 


With the further display of the revolu- 
tionary spirit of self-reliance among the 
working people, with the mass movement 
for better management of national life, and 
with the extensive technical innovation 
drive, the country’s socialist industrializa- 
tion was further accelerated and _ the 
independent national economic foundation 
strengthened. 

In the domain of industry the task of 


adding flesh to the backbone of heavy in- 
dustry while concentrating efforts on min- 
ing and defence industries was successful- 
ly carried out and the technical equipment 
and raw material bases of light industry 
were expanded and reinforced all the more. 

In the rural economy, rural strongholds 
were consolidated and the material and 
technical foundation was further fortified 
with the intensive assistance of the work- 
ing class and the entire people, and bril- 
liant success was achieved in agricultural 
production. 

On the basis of the achievements made 
in economic construction, the material and 
cultural life of the people was further im- 
proved.

I. DEVELOPMENT OF INDUSTRY 


The 1963 plan for gross value of indus- 
trial output was overfulfilled by 1.5 per 
cent, of which central industry by 0.6 per 
cent and local industry by 4.4 per cent res- 
pectively. 

The gross industrial output value in 1963 
increased to 108 per cent over the previ- 
ous year.

In 1963 in the domain of electrical indus- 
try, the construction of the Kanggye Youth 
Hydroelectric Power Station with a gene- 
rating capacity of 240,000 kva made brisk 
headway, with the result that No. 1 Power 
House was commissioned. And the construc- 
tion of the Woonbong Hydroelectric Power 
Station with a generating capacity of 


400,000 kva and the Pyongyang Thermal 


Power Station with a capacity of 400,000 kw 
was successfully pushed ahead. 

Besides, eight medium- and small-capa- 
city power stations including Chungdan

Power House No. 5 and Ujidon Power 
House No. 1 were put into operation. 

In 1963 the workers in the domain of 
electrical industry produced 320,000,000 
kwh more of electricity than the previous 
year, thus satisfying fully the growing 
demands of all branches of the national 
economy for power. 

In 1963 efforts were concentrated on 
mining industry, with the result that a large 
number of coal and ore mines were opened 
and the material and technical base was 
further consolidated. 

_In 1963 the mining industry was supplied 

with more than 190 air compressors, 49 ex- 
cavators, more than 130 winches, more than 
S00 chain conveyers, over 6,500 rock drills 
and a large number of other kinds of ma- 
chinery and equipment. 

In 1963 in the field of coal mining indus- 
try, the shaft sinkings in the Aoji, Kokun- 
won and Hamyun collieries were success- 
fully pushed ahead with, a total of 330,000 
metres of tunnels were driven, and _ per- 
manent galleries were constructed totalling 
70,000 metres. | 

The technical equipment in the collieries 
was strengthened. As a result, the level of 
mechanization of coal and dirt loading was 
raised by 7.9 per cent compared with 1962; 
that of haulage at coal faces by 6 per cent; 
and that of coal transport in and out of the 
pit by 5.1 per cent. 

In the coal mining industry, with the 
wide introduction of the longwall method 
of mining and other advanced methods the 
extraction rate rose by 3.8 per cent in the 
anthracite mines and 4 per cent in the 
bituminous coal mines as against the previ- 
ous year. 

In the ore mining industry efforts were 
concentrated on reinforcing the material 
and technical foundation of the mines with 
the purpose of more than doubling the ore 
output in one or two years. 

During the past year, a winze at the 
Moosan Mine, a 2,000-metre electric car 
pit at the Sungheung Mine, a “410-metre 
central shaft at the Holdong Mine and the 
ore selection ground with an annual capa- 
city of 400,000 tons of iron ore at the 
Eunryool Mine went into operation. And 
many other construction and expansion 
projects made headway: among them are 
the ore-dressing centre with an annual 
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capacity of 280,000 tons at the Manduk 
Mine, the surface ore crushing centre at 
the Ryongyang Mine, and the ore-dressing 
centre with an annual capacity of 140,000 
tons at the Booyoon Mine. 

Thanks to the improved technical equip- 
ment in the ore mining industry the mecha- 
nization level of dirt loading at the faces 
rose by 7.4 per cent, and that of ore and 
dirt haulage in and out of pits by 6.5 per 
cent as against the previous year. 

With the successful carrying out of 
geological surveying, the amount of pro- 
specting drilling rose to 109 per cent and 
that of survey drilling for coal and ore 
mines to 108 per cent as against the pre- 
vious year. 

In 1963 in the domain of metal industry, 
our builders energetically stepped up the 
construction of the 400,000-ton blooming 
shop at the Hwanghai Iron Works, the 
50,000-ton seamless steel pipe shop at the 
Kangsun Steel Works, and the Weltz 
furnace at the Moonpyung Smeltery. 

Through a struggle for implementing the 
instructions of Comrade Kim I] Sung given 
at the Hwanghai Iron Works, the technical 
management in the field of metal industry 
was improved, production normalized, and 
the technical and economic indices were 
markedly improved. 

As against the previous year the output 
per effective cubature of furnace grew in 
1963 by 5.9 per cent, the steel output per 
square metre of the bottom space of open 
hearth in a 24 hour shift by 21 per cent on 
an average and the rate of actual steel 
extraction of converter by 3.5 per cent. 

In the field of metal industry, as a result 
of the campaign for improving the qualita- 
tive structure of products in conformity 
with the demand of various fields of the 
national economy, eighteen new kinds of 
steel and forty-nine of standard structural 
steel were produced in 1963. And the output 
of seamless steel pipes grew by 12 per cent, 
forged steel pipe by 13 per cent, wire rope 
by 23 per cent and sheet steel of less than 
0.6 mm in thickness by 47 per cent as 
against the previous year, 

In the domain of machine-building indus- 
try, the projects of the assembling shop at 
the Bookjoong Machine-building Plant, the 
casting shop at the Heuichun Machine-tool 
Plant and the forging and stamping shop 


at the Dukchun Automobile Plant were 
completed; and construction of the large- 
size processing and assembling shop at the 
Kiyang Tractor Factory and the steel cast- 
ing shop at the Ryongsung Machine-build- 
ing Plant was pushed ahead successfully. 

In 1963 in the domain of machine-build- 
ing industry efforts were concentrated on 
the production of machinery and equipment 
for strengthening the material and techni- 
cal foundation of the mining industry, agri- 
culture and light industry; intricate and 
precise heavy machines and _ installations 
demanded by various branches of the na- 
tional economy were produced on its own. 

Our machine-makers turned out a large 
number of new products. Among them were: 
tower cranes with a capacity of 75 tons. 
large-size excavators with a capacity of 4 
cubic metres, 200-mm large-size universal 
boring machines, 400-h.p. Diesel. engines, 
“750-Model” plane grinding machines, 
automatic tracing lathes, tracing vertical 
milling machines, ‘“Heuichun 5-29-Model” 
rock drills, large-size trolley buses and 
large-size buses. 

With the enhanced equipment utility rate 
in the machine-building plants, the output 
per square metre of floor space of the cast- 
ing shop rose to 121 per cent in steel cast- 
ings, to 110 per cent in iron castings and 
the amount of work done by a machine tool 
rose to 113 per cent on an average as 
against the previous year. 

In chemical industry Bongoong Caustic 
Soda Factory No. 2 with an annual capaci- 
ty of 50,000 tons went into production in 
1963. And successfully went on the  cons- 
truction of the ammonium nitro-lime ferti- 
lizer shop with an annual capacity of 
300,000 tons at the Heungnam Fertilizer 
Factory, the weedkiller shop with an annu- 
al capacity of 3,500 tons and the agricul- 
tural chemicals shop with an annual capa- 
city of 30,000 tons under the Bongoong 
Chemical Industrial Management Bureau 
and a chemicals shop at the Hwanghai Iron 
Works. 

In the realm of chemical industry efforts 
were concentrated on the production of 
chemical fertilizers and agricultural medi- 
cines for the extensive application of 
chemicals in agriculture, as well as on the 
Production of raw materials for light indus- 
try including chemical fibres and synthetic 


resins. 

Thanks to the devoted labour struggle of 
the workers in the domain of chemical 
industry, our countryside received 683,000 
tons of chemical fertilizers and 10,000 tons 


of agricultural medicines in the 1963 ferti- 


lizer year. | 

In 1963 the productive equipment in the 
domain of building-materials industry was 
further improved technically, with the 
result that 150,000 tons more of cement 
was produced compared with the previous 
year. 

In 1963 the material and technical foun- 
dation of timber industry was further con- 
solidated. | 

In 1963 tractors, trucks and various other 
kinds of machinery and equipment were 
supplied to the timber industry. It was also 
reinforced with a large number of techni- 
cians and young and middle-aged péople. 
With the wide introduction of the method 
of concentrated production of timber by the 
rotation felling, the output of timber rose 
by 560,000 cubic metres over the previous 
year. 

With the powerful support of heavy 
industry the light industrial workers exten- 
sively waged a struggle to further solidify 
the material and technical foundation of 
light industry, raise the quality of products, 
and expand their assortment. 

In the field of textile industry the new 
up-to-date Pyongyang Filature with an 
annual capacity of handling 4,000 tons of 
cocoons came into existence in 1963 and a 
spinning shop with 15,000 spindles be- 
gan operation at the Hyesan Flax Textile 
Mill. 

Along with this, the construction of the 
Sineuijoo Chemical Fibre Factory with an 
annual capacity of 20,000 tons of staple 
fibre was carried on through a nation-wide 
movement and construction of the Wonsan, 
Chungjin and Kanggye Spinning Mills 
went ahead successfully. 

The year 1963 saw a vigorous campaign 
for the expansion and strengthening of raw 
material bases of light. industry. 

In 1963, planting reeds on Sindo and 
Bidan Islands, the raw material bases for 
chemical fibre, was successfully carried out 
resulting in the creation of over 1,000 jung- 
bo of new reed fields, and the raw mate- 
rial bases of local industry were expanded 
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by more than 6,000 jungbo. Then the cons- 
truction of more than .80 medium- and 
small-scale chemical factories which will 
serve the development of light industry was 
stepped up. 

In 1963 in the field of textile industry 
efforts were concentrated on the increased 
production of knitted goods and the impro- 
vement of the qualitative structure .of tex- 
tile goods. 

Compared with the previous year the 
proportion shared by winter fabrics in the 
total textile output increased by 27 per 
cent, twisted yarn fabrics by 6 per cent and 
high-quality textiles by 10 per cent. In the 
textile industry the average count of yarns 
was markedly raised and per-loom,  per- 
hour output of cotton goods rose by 6 per 
cent as against the previous year. 

In the domain of paper-making industry 
the Hyesan Paper Mill with an annual 
capacity of 20,000 tons of kraft paper was 
commissioned and the technical equipment 
of more than 90 paper mills of local indus- 
try was reinforced with the support of 
machine-building factories. 

In 1963 the workers in the domain of 
daily necessaries industry boosted the pro- 
duction of daily necessaries and goods for 
cultural use and enhanced their quality. 

The work of setting up daily necessaries 
shops in the central industrial enterprises 
was undertaken on a big scale and _ their 
output value grew by 52 per cent as against 
the previous year. 


In the field of local industry a struggle 
was unfolded for implementing the instruc- 
tions of Comrade Kim II Sung given at the 
Changsung joint meeting, with the result 
that a higher mechanization level was 
attained in the local industrial factories 
and raw material bases were further con- 
solidated. 


In the period from the Changsung joint 
meeting (held in August 1962 with the 
participation of the workers of the local 
Party and economic organs — Ed.) to the 
end of 1963, the local industrial factories 
were supplied with new machines and 
equipment including over 50,000  spindies 
and more than 1,500 power-driven looms. 

The material and technical foundation 
of fishing industry was further consolidat- 
ed in 1963. 

In 1963, sixteen indoor marine products 


processing workshops with a total floor 
space of 22,000 square metres were built, 
more than 3,000 engine boats and = sailing 
boats as well as fishing tackle of different 
kinds including over 4,000 tons of rope and 
nets were supplied. With an ample amount 
of accessaries in reserve and improvement 
in the quality of repair work, the number 
of fishing days per engine boat rose by 5 
per cent as against the previous year. 


2. DEVELOPMENT OF THE RURAL 
ECONOMY 


In 1963 another great success was made 
in the field of the rural economy. 

In 1963 the whole Party and people aided 
the countryside. As a result socialist rural 
strongholds were further strengthened and 


the material and technical foundation of 


oe rural economy was further consolidat- 
ed. 

In response to the call of the Party on 
directing more efforts on rural work and 
consolidating the rural strongholds, last 
year a great number of urban youths and 
middle-aged men voluntarily went to the 
farm villages. 

Thanks to the devoted labour struggle of 
co-op farm members, and the labour assiS- 
tance of 17,000,000 man-days rendered by 
factory and office workers’ and_ students 
who rose up for the “15-day battle’ and 
“10-day battle’, all the farming work, 
including rice transplantation and sowing, 
was successfully carried out in good time. 

A new headway was made in irrigation. 

A number of irrigation projects, includ- 
ing the irrigation project in the Amrok 
River area with a capacity of watering 
89,000 jungbo of land and the water conser- 
vancy work on the Soonhwa_ River, were 
successfully carried on, and the utility rate 
of existing irrigation facilities was raised. 
As a result, the area of paddy fields was 
expanded from 540,000 jungbo in 1962 to 
580,000 in the spring of 1963, and it reached 
640,000 jungbo by the end of 1963. 


In 1963, rural mechanization and electri- 
fication and the application of chemistry to 
agriculture were further accelerated. 

Last year more than 4,000 tractors and 
trucks, over 1,600 sowing machines, over 
2,000 thrashing-machines and a_= great 
number of other farm machines were sent 
to the rural areas. 


By the end of 1963, the number of trac- 
tors in the field of agriculture reached 
18,000 (in terms of 15 h.p.). 

Thanks to the greater production of farm 
machine accessories and to the reinforce- 
ment of farm machine repair bases, the 
operation rate of tractors and trucks rose 
by 4.7 per cent and 5 per cent respectively 
as against the previous year. 

Compared with 1962, the volume of work 
done by tractors increased as follows:

In 1963, the amount. of chemical fertili- 
zers applied grew by 6 per cent over the 
previous year, and 300,000 tons of slag, 
carbide ashes and slaked lime were scatter- 
ed on the fields for soil improvement. 

With the big stride in the rural electri- 
fication in 1963, electricity has found its 
way to 93.3 per cent of the entire farm 
villages and 71 per cent of the entire farm 
households. 

Last year the plan for the area sown to 
erain was overfulfilled by 1 per cent, and 
a wide-scale struggle was launched for 
expanding the area sown to rice. As a 
result, compared with the previous year the 
area under rice was expanded by 83,000 
jungbo, and the proportion shared -by rice 
in the area sown to grain increased from 
24 per cent in 1962 to 28.5 per cent in 1963. 

Last year the enhanced enthusiasm of the 
peasants, the reinforcement of the materi- 
al and technical foundation of the rural 
economy and the wide introduction of 
advanced farming techniques brought 
about a_ record-breaking bumper harvest 
despite the unfavourable weather condition. 
Thus the height of 5,000,000 tons of grain 
output was further consolidated and, in 
particular, the production of rice greatly 
increased. 

The rice output in 1963 increased by 
480,000 tons over that in the previous year. 
And the proportion of rice to the grain 
Output rose from 51 per cent in 1962 to 58 
per cent. 

Moonduk County, Rakrang District, 
Ryongchun, Sinchun, Hwangjoo, Bookchung 
and Sookchun counties which were award- 


ed the title of Guard County First Class 
for their outstanding successes in agricul- 
ture in 1963, increased the ner iungho yield 
of all their paddy and non-paddy fields by 
000 kg compared with the previous year, 
and raised the per jungbo yield of rice to 
the level of five tons. 

All these great successes made in the 
field of rural economy demonstrate the 
superiority of the socialist co-operative 
economy established in our country and the 
vitality of the new agricultural guidance 
system. At the same time, they are brilliant 
fruition of the Party’s correct policy on 
agriculture and of the creative labour 
struggle of our entire peasants who were 
inspired by the wise leadership of Comrade 
Kim II] Sung. 

In 1963, the foundations of the 
animal husbandry and the joint 
breeding of the co-op farms were further 
consolidated and the co-on farmers’  side- 
line livestock farming further developed. 

Campared with the previous year, head 
of cattle, sheep, goats and fowls by the end 
of 1963 increased by 1, 14, 23, and 23 per 
cent respectively. 

Sericulture, too, made further progress, 
and the output of cocoons rose by 17 per 
cent as against the previous year. 

In 1963 the work of planting orchards 
was successfully carried out. As a result, 
the fruit-area was expanded to reach more 
than 122,000 jungbo. 


3. DEVELOPMENT OF TRANSPORT 
AND COMMUNICATIONS 


In the field of transport, the technical 
equipment was further strengthened and 
its utility rate enhanced. Thus the rapidly 
growing needs of all branches of the 
national economy for transportation were 
fully met. 

Compared with the previous year the 
volume of freight carriage in 1963 rose as 
follows:

In 1963 the material and technical foun- 
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dation of the railways was further streng- 
thened. 

Last year the electrification of the 126- 
kilometre long Danchun-Hongwon line was 
completed and the project of reinforcing 
the 64-kilometre Hamnam line was carried 
on successfully. | 

Besides, the laying of the new Chungjin- 
Rajin line was carried on successfully, and 
the work of electrifying the 224-kilometre 
Pyongyang-Sineuijoo line started. 

Compared with the previous year the 
average traction tonnage of goods trains 
was raised by 3 per cent and the actual 
running rate of locomotives by 0.2 per cent, 
and the level of mechanization of loading 
and unloading operations by 10.4 per cent. 

The technical management of trucks was 
strengthened, with the result that the 
running rate of trucks grew by 1.6 per cent 
as against the previous year. 

Last year, the volume of communication 
services was further increased; the net- 
works of telegraph, telephone and through- 
wire radio were further expanded. 

Compared with 1962, the volume of 
communication services increased by 2 per 
cent, the total length of long distance tele- 
graphic and telephone circuit by 17 per 
cent, the. number of urban telephone sub- 
scribers by 9 per cent, the number of 
through-wire radio sets by 6 per cent, and 
the number of loudspeakers by 15 per cent. 


4. CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


In 1963, in the branch of capital 
truction a unified and intensive guidance 
system was established for construction 
and designing, and investment was con- 
centrated on major projects. 

In 1963, the amount of the state capital 
investment in all spheres of the national 
economy totalled 620 million won, a 5 per 
cent growth over the previous year. 

In 1963, the capital investment was con- 
centrated on the fields of mining industry 
and agriculture. 

The capital investment in the field of 
mining industry amounted to 67 million 
won, a 36 per cent rise over the previous 
year, with its share in the gross amount of 
industrial investment being raised from 16 
per cent in 1962 to 21 per cent. 

The expenses for geological survey in 
1963 went up 10 per cent compared with 


cons- 
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the previous year. 

The amount of the state capital invest- 
ment in the field of agriculture was 89 mil- 
lion won, which showed a 34 per cent rise 
over 1962, and its proportion to the total 
investment in the productive construction 
went up from 16 per cent in 1962 to 19 per 
cent. 

In the branch of capital construction, the 
prefab method was applied on a wide 
scale and the level of mechanization was 
also raised considerably. 

In 1963 the rate of prefab method reach- 
ed 71 per cent in the construction of dwell- 
ing houses and 51 per cent in that of public 
buildings. 

Compared with the previous year, the 
level of mechanization in the construction 
work was raised 7.6 per cent in navvy 
work, 2.7 per cent in loading and unload- 
ing, 8.1 per cent in concrete mixing respec- 
tively. 

In 1963, in the field of capital construc- 
tion new methods were introduced, the 
method of tamping concrete by sections in 
building power stations and the method of 
plastering factories included; then the sys- 
tem of assessing work by actual results in 
organizing production at the construction 
enterprises was adopted. As a result, the 
quality of construction was improved, the 
construction cost lowered, and the cons- 
truction period shortened. 

The year 1963 saw further improvement 
in the city planning and running. 

In 1963, funds for major repairs on 
dwelling houses and public buildings in- 
creased by 8 per cent compared with the 
previous year: houses for 97,000 families 
and 2,040,000 square metres of public build- 
ings were repaired including 649,000 
square metres of schools, 181,000 square 
metres of hospitals and clinics. 


0. COLLECTIVE TECHNICAL 
INNOVATION AND STRENGTHENING 
OF ECONOMIZATION 


Launching a collective technical innova- 
tion. drive on an extensive scale in order 
to produce more, and build faster with the 
available manpower and existing equip- 
ment, the entire working people of our 
country continuously expanded and devel- 
oped the Chullima workteam movement. 

By the end of 1963, 3,210,000 workers, 
office employees, co-op farm members and 


students were in the Chullima workteam 
movement; more than 17,000 workteams 
with a membership of over 586,000 were 
awarded the title of Chullima Workteam, 
and 179 workteams out of them won the 
title of Twice Chullima Workteam. 

In 1963 tremendous results were register- 
ed in our science and technique. 


Professor Kim Bong Han and other Red 
scientists, on the basis of the great discov- 
ery of the substance of Kyungrak, steadily 
deepened and expanded their researches 
and clarified the whole picture of the Kyung- 
rak system in the living body, thereby mak- 
ing a great contribution to the development 
of biology and medical science. 


In 1963 our scientists and technicians and 
the workers, through their intensified crea- 
tive co-operation, introduced upwards of 
64,000 inventions and rationalisation propo- 
sals in the fields of industry, construction 
and transport. 


Numerous successes were scored in the 
technical innovation in 1963: the applica- 
tion of anthracite in the production of 
sintered ore; the automatic metal cutting 
and processing by programme-controlled 
devices; the perfection of automatic line in 
shaft processing; the automation of needle- 
making process; the introduction of an ad- 
vanced method of ensuring work on high- 
tension lines without the stoppage of elec- 
tric current, etc. 

In response to the Party’s call for the 
better management of national life, a 
mass movement was launched to protect 
and economize the state property in every 
way in all fields of the national economy. 

In comparison with the previous year, 
consumption of electric power in turning 
out one ton of ammonium was reduced by 
2 per cent; coke per ton of pig iron by 7 
per cent; coal per ton of granulated iron by 
4 per cent; caustic soda per ton of staple 
fibre by 9 per cent respectively. 

In 1963 the labour administration work 
Was improved in all branches of the na- 
tional economy and the struggle for a ra- 
tional allocation and. economy of manpowcr 
was further intensified. 

Through the enhancement of labour pro- 
ductivity and the intensified struggle for 
€conomy last year the production cost of 
Industrial goods was reduced by 4.5 per 
cent compared with the previous year. 


6. IMPROVEMENT IN THE PEOPLE’S 
MATERIAL AND CULTURAL 
STANDARDS 
Thanks to the popular policy of our Party 
and the achievements scored in all spheres 
of the national economy, the material and 
cultural standards of the people rose high- 
er. In 1963 the national income increased 
1.1-fold compared with the previous year. 

In comparison with the previous year the 
average wage of workers and office employ- 
ees increased by 2 per cent and the per 
household income of workers and office em- 
ployees by 4 per cent. 

In 1963, the Party. and the Government 
took a number of important steps to rapid- 
ly improve the peasants’ living. 

Huge additional benefits amounting to 70 
million won went to the peasants in 1963, 
thanks to the rise in the procurement prices 
o: industrial crops and to the sharp price 
cut in materials and machinery supplied to 
the co-operative. farms. Moreover, 1,011 co- 
operative farms were exempted from pay- 
ing more than 87,900 tons of tax-in-kind and 
grain loans; 1,286 co-operative farms re- 
ceived the benefit of 36,480,000 won from 
the cancellation of bank loans. 

‘Members of the co-operative farms in 
seven counties that won the title of ‘Guard 
County Ist Class” were given gifts of over 
80 lorries, more than 2,000 straw-bag and 
rope making machines, more than 350 bicy- 
cles and over 183,000 winter clothes and 
high-quality suit materials. In addition, the 
entire rural children were given, as New 
Year’s present, 1,000,000 winter clothes and 
caps. 

Thanks to the popular policy of the Party 
and the Government the benefits the peas- 
ants got in 1963 amounted to 190,000,000 
won. 

With the result of the increased produc- 
tion of consumer goods and a boom in 
the purchasing power of the working peo- 
ple, the volume of retail turnover increased 
by 3 per cent in 1963 as against the previ- 
ous year.

In 1963 great successes were registered 
in the fields of education, culture and public 
health. 

The state budget for 1963 saw a 6-per 
cent increase in the expenditure for social 
and cultural amenities over the previous 
year. 

By the end of 1963, 2,570,000 students 
were studying in schools at all levels, 
214,000 of them in institutes of higher 
learning. 

In order to train more technical person- 
nel needed for the country’s socialist con- 
struction, 217 technical schools and higher 
technical schools were newly set up in 1963. 

With the implementation of the Party’s 
line of combining education and productive 
labour, the number of students who were 
studying while working reached 250,000 by 
the end of 1963, showing a 15-per cent in- 
crease over the previous year. 

The year 1963 saw more than 40,000 new 
technicians and specialists, bringing the to- 
tal number of technicians and specialists of 
our country to more than 223,000 by the 
end of 1963. 

As in other years, in 1963, too, the Par- 
ty and Government appropriated a huge 
sum of funds to supply uniforms to all 
students and pupils. 

In 1963 the construction of the Pyongyang 
Students’ and Children’s Palace with a 
floor space of more than 47,000 square me- 
tres and the modern State Central Library 
with an accomodation of 2,000 readers were 
completed, and that of Building No. 1 of 
Kim I] Sung University went ahead suc- 
cessfully. 

In 1963, 31 new theatres and cinema 
houses. were built and 20 feature films, 11 
cartoon and puppet films were produced. 
The quality of the films showed a marked 
improvement. 

The public health and sanitary facilities 
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were further expanded and _ prophylactic 
and therapeutic work improved still morc 
in 1963. The number of in-patient hospitals 
augmented by 4 per cent, that of out-pa- 
tient clinics by 2 per cent and the total 
number of hospital beds by 6 per cent as 
against 1962. 


For the protection of children and for the 
convenience of mothers’ the network of 
kindergartens and nurseries expanded, with 
the result that last year the number of 
kindergartens increased by 11 per cent and 
that of nurseries by 1 per cent over the 
previous year, and the number of babies 
and children embraced by them reached 
1,320,000. 


In 1963 the network of sanatoria and 
holiday-homes has been further enlarged 
and 440,000 workers, office employees and 
peasants took a rest at the sanatoria or 
holiday-homes. 

A nation-wide movement for creating the 
exemplary sanitary county was carried out 
in 1963; all the counties produced an im- 
provement in sanitation and culture, and 
124 counties won the title of Model Sani- 
tary County.

With the successful implementation of the 
national economic plan for 1963, the Korean 
people further consolidated the material and 
technical foundation of socialism and open- 
ed a bright prospect for carrying out the 
Seven-Year Plan ahead of schedule and 
radically improving the people’s life in one 
or two years. 

The new victory attained in carrying out 
the national economic plan for 1963 is the 
brilliant fruition of the line of self-reliance 
and building an independent national eco- 
nomy which has been consistently main- 
tained by our Party, and is a demonstra- 
tion of the sagacious leadership of the 
Party which skilfully organised and mobiliz- 
ed the working people and the inexhaustible 
creative power of our people who are closely 
rallied around the Party.

country-selling, treacherous acts of its 
stooges. 

Today the entire working people of the

Realities make it incumbent on all the 
Communists and the people to put up a 
resolute struggle against imperialism. 

However, revisionism which has raised 
its head in the international communist 
movement is doing enormous harm to the 
development of world revolution and 
throwing a great obstacle in the way of the 
national-liberation struggle at the present 
time. 


Modern revisionists are hurling slanders 
and calumnies against the national-libera- 
tion movement and preaching capitulation 
to and compromise with imperialism 
through their numerous publications and 
speeches, at the meetings of international 
democratic organisations and at all other 
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opportunities. 

The revisionists not only do not fight aga- 
inst imperialism themselves but hamper 
others from fighting it, and are prettifying 
imperialism in every way. Pinning hope on 
the “reason” of the imperialists, they rant 
that freedom and liberation of the peoples 
can be won through the realisation of pea- 
ceful co-existence, disarmament, etc. 


The revisionists oppose the armed strug- 
gle of the peoples of the colonial and de- 
pendent countries on the grounds that it 
might invite the scourge of world war, and 
they have gone the length of insulting the 
national-liberation movement, calling it “a 
movement for corpses.” 


They underestimate the revolutionary sig- 
nificance of the national-liberation move- 
ment, calling it a bourgeois movement, and 
allege that the oppressed peoples cannot 
accomplish revolution by themselves. 

The revisionists do not support the fight- 
ing peoples but are working to undermine 


the unity of the Asian, African and Latin 


American peoples from within. 

This situation bespeaks that a more de- 
termined struggle must be waged in order 
to resolutely reject the machinations of the 
modern revisionists and get rid of their 
influence thoroughly for the victory of the 
national-liberation movement. 


We consider it a lofty duty of all the 
Communists to oppose imperialism and 
revisionism holding high the banner of 
Marxism-Leninism and to carry the natio- 
nal-liberation revolution through to the 
end in firm unity with all the progressive 
forces. 


1. IMPERIALIST COLONIAL SYSTEM 
MUST BE LIQUIDATED 


Today the aspects of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America have radically changed. 

Over fifty countries have already won 
independence in these areas since World 
War II. 

The Korean, Chinese and Vietnamese peo- 
ples have made tremendous achievements in 
socialist construction and the Cuban people 
have embarked upon the road of socialism, 
the first in the Americas. 

The peoples of a number of new-born in- 
dependent countries are building a new 
life. 

The formation and development of social- 
ist states and national states in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America which were only objects 
of imperialists’ aggression and plunder, are 
a great historical event. 

Asia, Africa and Latin America of today 
are not the Asia, Africa and Latin America 
of yesterday. Gone are the days when the 
imperialists lorded it over these areas and 
trampled underfoot and plundered the peo- 
ple in an unbridled manner. 

The great victory of the national-libera- 
tion struggles in colonies has dealt a tel- 
ling blow to imperialism. 

“The breakdown of the system of colonial 
slavery under the impact of the national- 
liberation movement is a _ development 
ranking second in historic importance only 
to the formation of the world socialist sys- 
tem.” (Statement of the Meeting of Re- 
presentatives of the Communist and Work- 
ers’ Parties) *! 

But, the colonial system has not yet been 
completely liquidated. Colonialism is still 
continuing bloody suppression and brigand- 
ish acts in vast areas of the world. 

Thus the Asian, African and Latin Ameri- 
can peoples are faced with the task of com- 
pletely liquidating the imperialist colonial 
system, while consolidating the successes 
already gained. 

But some people allege that today the 
colonial system has already collapsed and 
only some of its survivals remain and that 
the tasks of the national-liberation revolu- 
tion have been almost fulfilled. They allege 
that the oppressed nations have been freed 
irom the colonial yoke and only about fifty 
million people now remain subjected to op- 


pression and plunder by the imperialists. 

Is that true? Realities emphatically dis- 
prove it. 

Today hundreds of millions of people in 
the world are still left to suffer from the 
ruthless colonial oppression and plunder 
of the imperialists. 

Now that the national-liberation struggle 
is in an upsurge, the imperialists headed by 
U.S. imperialism find it ever more difficult 
today to rule the colonies in so open and 
direct a way as in the past. They are pre- 
serving the colonial system in many coun- 
tries by the old method as well as cunning 
and camouflaged neo-colonial methods. No 
one can deny this fact, unless he deliberately 
shuts his eyes to the realities. 

The imperialists today still keep many 
Asian, African and Latin American countries 
under their yoke in various ways. 

The imperialists have installed their pup- 
pets in power in a number of countries and 
are executing their colonial policy through 
them. 

The British and French imperialists are 
keeping many countries, which have pro- 
claimed independence, in bondage to the 
past metropolitan countries by shackling 
them to such setups as “commonwealth” 
and “community.” 

The imperialists are exercising political 
and military control over some countries by 
drawing them into such military blocs as 
the CENTO and SEATO and a host of bila- 
teral military alliances. 

The United States has set up 95 military 
bases, counting only the major ones, in 31 
countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
and stationed 400,000 troops; Britain has 
stationed 70,000 troops at their military 
bases in over 10 countries; and France has 
dispatched 200,000 troops to countries in 
these regions. 

These numerous military bases and sta- 
tionary troops of the imperialists are used 
for the purpose of opposing the socialist 
countries and suppressing the national-lib- 
eration struggle. 

The U.S.-led imperialists are wantonly 
interfering in the internal affairs of Asian, 
African and Latin American countries, using 
“aid” as a bait. 

The “Alliance for Progress” of the U.S. 
imperialists intended for Latin America is 
nothing but a means for forcing their ag- 
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gressive will on the countries in this area. 

They use the “Peace Corps” and other 
devices as tools of their colonial infiltra- 
tion. 

Due to all these machinations of the im- 
perialists, national sovereignty of many 
countries in Asia, Africa and Latin America 
is grossly violated and, in fact, these coun- 
tries have yet been unable to extricate 
themselves from the status of colonies and 
semi-colonies. 

The U.S. imperialists are occupying by 
force of arms South Korea, Taiwan, South 
Vietnam, Okinawa of Japan and many other 
areas and have completely turned them into 
their colonies. 

All this shows that the colonial domina- 
tion of the imperialists still exists in vast 
areas. 

The imperialists are intensifying their po- 
licy of economic enslavement in small na- 
tions. 

The capital of over 2,000 American mono- 
poly concerns is invested in the countries of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America today, to- 
gether with the state capital of the United 
States. 

The investments of the imperialists in 
the countries of these areas have increased 
several times in the postwar period. The 
U.S. investments in the countries of these 
areas reached around 30 billion dollars as 
of the end of 1962. 

With the export of a huge amount of ca- 
pital and all sorts of colonial concessions. 
the imperialists have established exclusive 
positions in the main branches of the eco- 
nomy of countries in these areas. 

In Latin America the U.S. imperialists 
have monopolised the production of almost 
all the iron ore, 90 per cent of copper ore, 
two-thirds of zinc ore and most of the oil 
output. They are holding privileges in agri- 
culture and animal husbandry as well, and 
occupying a big portion of farm land. 

In Africa, the monopolies of the United 
States, Britain, France, etc. have seized the 
major mining branches almost completely 
and monopolised over 90 per cent of the 
oil in the Middle and Near East. 

Is all this anything but colonial subjuga- 
tion and arbitrariness? 

Free export of capital by the imperialists 
to small, economically backward countries 
and economic control over them are the 
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most important aspect of colonialism. This 
is closely linked with the political and mi- 
litary control of these countries by the im- 
perialists. 

Those who maintain that the colonial 
system has almost ceased to exist, ignore 
the fact that the economic domination of 
the imperialists is a graphic manifestation 
of colonial enslavement. 

The rich resources of countries of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America are mercilessly 
plundered by the imperialist robbers, and 
the monopoly capitalists are constantly lin- 
ing their pockets with the fruits of labour 
of the peoples of these countries. 

The rate of profits the imperialists sque- 
eze out of the countries under their domi- 
nation is many times higher than in their 
own countries. In recent years, the profits 
made by the monopoly capitalists of the 
United States and Britain in their depen- 
dent countries reached 30 to 100 per cent 
of their investments, sometimes even higher, 
whereas the profit rate in their home coun- 
tries stood at 10 to 12 per cent in the Unit- 
ed States and 8 to 9 per cent in Britain. 
This is indeed a brigandish pillage. 

The imperialists impose long hours of 
back-breaking labour upon the toiling mas- 
ses of the countries in colonial and semi- 
colonial conditions, while paying only a 
fraction, sometimes a few tenths, of the 
wages paid in their home countries. Even 
such starvation wages are not paid regu- 
larly. 

The gains the imperialists rake in from 
Asian, African and Latin American coun- 
tries in the form of profits and interests, 
and the gains derived from the purchase oi 
cheap raw materials and from the sale of 
their commodities at high prices add up to 
some 30 billion dollars every year. This 
means that the monopoly capitalists sque- 
eze 3.4 million dollars an hour and nearly 
100 million dollars a day from countries in 
these regions. 

This sum of money plundered by the im- 
perialists in one year is enough to buy 
500 million tons of flour, with which 2,000 
million people could be fed for one whole 
year. | 

Every dollar, every pound and every 
franc squeezed out by the imperialists bears 
the mark of the sweat and blood of the 
people who perished in- resentment from 


hard labour, poverty and hunger. 

The U.S. imperialists are also savagely 
exploiting the peoples of small nations 
through “‘aid.” They force the recipient na- 
tions to disburse 2-3 times more money than 
the “aid” for military spendings. 

The U.S. imperialists pumped out of 
South Korea wealth amounting to some 10 
billion dollars for its ‘“‘economic aid’”’ of 3.5 
billion dollars. The staggering amount of 
military burden and harsh exploitation ac- 
companying the American “aid” have reduc- 
ed the South Korean economy to complete 
bankruptcy. 

The total bankruptcy of the South Korean 
economy given special “support” by U.S. 
imperialism most strikingly reveals the pre- 
datory nature of the imperialist ‘‘aid.” 

All the rampage and brigandish plunder 
by the imperialists in various countries in 
Asia, Africa and Latin America prove 
clearly that the colonial system has not 
been liquidated at all. 

As a result of the savage, evil colonial 
rule of the imperialists, the peoples of many 
Asian, African and Latin American coun- 
tries suffer continuously from misfortunes 
and tribulations. 

Many countries with time-honoured cul- 
ture, rich resources and industrious peoples 
remain most backward economically owing 
to the colonial policy of imperialism. Today 
some 60 million people in Asia, 10 million 
in Africa and 5 million in Latin America 
are wandering about the streets with no 
jobs, nor means of living. 

Two-thirds of the population in Latin 
America, bulk of the population in Africa 
and hundreds of millions of people in Asia 
are not free from chronic famine. Tens of 
millions of people of many countries in 
these parts of the world are dying of acute 
hunger, hard toil, and of diseases which 
are not so malignant. 

The average life span of the peoples in 
colonial and dependent countries is 20-30 
years shorter than that in the developed ca- 
pitalist countries; in a number of countries 
It is even less than 30 years. Infant mor- 
tality in these countries is 3-4 times greater 
Or even more than in other capitalist coun- 
tries. The imperialists are virtually dndulg- 
Ing in slaughtering people en masse in 
these countries. 

The oppression and exploitation by the 


imperialists have brought extreine cultural 
backwardness to Asian, African and Latin 
American peoples. Even today, in the mid- 
dle of the 20th century, 70 million people 
in Latin America and 80 per cent of the 
African people are totally illiterate. 


The percentage of children attending 
school in the countries of these regions is 
only one-third or one-fourth of that in the 
developed capitalist countries. 


All these misfortunes and sufferings of 
the Asian, African and Latin American 
peoples are entirely attributable to the cri- 
mes of the imperialists. Imperialism and 
colonialism are the sworn enemy of the 
oppressed nations. 


How can we suffer these calamities im- 
posed upon the oppressed nations by the 
imperialists to continue any longer? 

It is a most urgent demand of our age to 
liquidate the colonial system at the earliest 
date and wipe out the evil consequences of 
the colonial rule. 


To do away with the colonial system even 
one year earlier means saving the lives of 
tens of millions of people; it also means 
freeing hundreds of millions of people from 
poverty and hunger and providing the op- 
portunities for learning to tens of millions 
of children. 

Those who allege that most of the peo- 
ples in colonies and dependent countries 
have already been emancipated are those 
who shut their eyes to the tribulations of 
the oppressed nations and are those who 
help the imperialists led by U.S. imperial- 
ism to cover up their unpardonable crimes. 

The imperialists are camouflaging their 
colonial domination and predatory policy 
by every means possible and chanting as 
though the colonial system no longer exists 
on earth. In particular, U.S. imperialism is 
noisily propagandizing as if it has nothing 
to do with colonialism, as if it is striving 
for the “progress” of the peoples in the 
“underdeveloped countries.” 

It is only too clear that such propaganda 
of the imperialists is a crafty trick to hood- 
wink the Asian, African and Latin Ameri- 
can peoples and divert them from the natio- 
nal-liberation struggle. 

How can the people who call themselves 
Communists try to deceive the people by 
saying, in tune with the imperialist propa- 
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ganda, that the colonial system no longer 
exists? 

The Communists of the world must ex- 
pose and condemn the rampage and plun- 
der of the imperialists against the oppres- 
sed nations and fight to relieve the people 
of their misfortunes and sufferings at the 
earliest date. 

The anti-imperialist, national-liberation 
struggle can never be discontinued until 
colonialism of all forms is liquidated and 
the people enjoy complete national free- 
dom. 

The oppressed peoples must step up the 
national-liberation struggle and fulfil the 
historical task of completely liquidating the 
imperialist colonial system. 


2. IMPERIALISTS WILL NOT 
WITHDRAW FROM THE COLONIAL 
AND DEPENDENT COUNTRIES OF 

THEIR OWN FREE WILL 


The peoples of the colonial and dependent 
countries should not expect any “benevoleni- 
ce” from the imperialists in their struggle 
for freedom and independence. 

For imperialism the colonies are inex- 
haustible sources of exploitation and plun- 
der. 

Monopoly capital of imperialism is lining 
its pockets by bleeding white hundreds of 
millions of oppressed peoples throughout 
the world. The monopolies cannot maintain 
their existence without encroaching upon 
the territories of other countries and with- 
out exploitation and plunder. The imperial- 
ists use their colonies also as military. 
strategic bases and as a source of cannon 
fodder. Colonies constitute the “life line” 
oi imperialism. 

History knows no example as yet of im- 
perialists having withdrawn from a colony 
on their own initiative. As realities show, 
not only the imperialists do not get out of 
the colonies but are doing everything to 
seize and subjugate even one more inch of 
land. To attain their aggressive ends the 
imperialists do not hesitate to go to war. 

By nature imperialism is reactionary and 
aggressive. 

The nature of imperialism will never 
change. The more it is driven into a tight 
corner, the more frantic it becomes. There 
is no capital which does not exploit the 
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working people, and no imperialism is con- 
ceivable that does not engage in aggres- 
sion. 

Such being the case, Marxist-Leninists 
invariably believe that if the peoples of the 
colonial and dependent countries are to 
achieve independence they should wage 
with determination a revolutionary strug- 
gle against imperialism. 

Nevertheless, certain people today allege 
that owing to the change in the balance of 
forces in the international arena in favour 
of socialism, imperialism has discarded its 
aggressive nature and become “sensible”; 
they laud to the skies the imperialist bosses 
for their ‘wisdom.’ They hold that the 
present age is an age of overall cooperation 
with imperialism and through this coopera- 
tion the problem of world revolution can be 
solved. According to them, the imperialists, 
Obeying the dictates of their “reason,” will 
also leave the colonies of their own free 
will. Therefore, they say, by holding ami- 
cable negotiations and making compromises 
with the imperialists, the oppressed nations 
can be rewarded by a “gift” of indepen- 
dence. 

This is an illusion about imperialism and 
a deception of the people. Can the impe- 
rialists “give up colonies, ‘spheres of influ- 
ence,’ export of capital? To think that this 
is possible means sinking to the level of 
some mediocre parson who preaches to the 
rich every Sunday about the lofty princip- 
les of Christianity and advises them to give 
to the poor, well, if not several billions, at 
feast several hundred rubles yearly.” 
(Lenin) *? 

Those who advocate cocperation with the 
imperialists put forward peaceful co-exis- 
tence as a solution to the problem of world 
revolution. 

They maintain that peaceful co-existen- 
ce is the “only way” of revolution in the 
present age of nuclear weapons. Proceed- 
ing from this, they say that the primary task 
of the oppressed nations is not to fight for 
national independence and freedom but to 
work for the realization of peaceful co-exis- 
tence. 

Peaceful co-existence, however, concerns 
the question of relations between countries 
with different social systems. The socialist 
countries are fighting for peaceful co-ex- 
istence. 


But peaceful co-existence can never be 
applied to the relations between the impe- 
rialists and the colonial and dependent 
countries. 

Even now the peoples of the colonial and 
dependent countries are oppressed and ex- 
ploited inhumanly by the imperialists who 
keep them in bondage. What kind of peace- 
ful co-existence can there be between the 
oppressors and the oppressed? 

If some people nevertheless insist upon 
peaceful co-existence with the imperialists, 
it is nothing but preaching that the oppres- 
sed nations should submissively remain in 
colonial bondage. 

Of late, the revisionists talk as if they 
have never pleaded for peaceful co-existence 
between the oppressed nations and the im- 
perialists. By no vindication, however, can 
they conceal their real intentions. 

They are making every effort to prove 
that the complete triumph of the national- 
liberation revolution is possible only under 
the conditions of peaceful co-existence. They 
are clamouring that when peaceful co-exis- 
tence is assured imperialism will be defeat- 
ed in the economic competition between 
socialism and capitalism and, accordingly, 
national liberation will be achieved of it- 
self. They are preaching that the national- 
liberation movement should be subordinated 
to peaceful co-existence. In the final analy- 
sis, they are preaching that the people 
should not make revolution. 


They are so much given to advertising 
peaceful co-existence that they have gone 
the whole length of describing, shamelessly 
and without any qualms of conscience, the 
national independence and liberation of 
many colonial and dependent countries 
won by their peoples through fierce strug- 
gles after the Second World War as “fruits” 
of their policy of peaceful co-existence. 

Peaceful co-existence between the socialist 
and the capitalist countries cannot bring 
independence to the peoples of the colonial 
and dependent countries, and the triumph 
of the socialist countries in the economic 
competition with imperialism can never 
replace the revolutionary struggle of the 
Peoples in bringing liberation to them. 

It is a mean act of pirating others’ merits 
and an insult to the heroic exploits of tens 
of thousands of revolutionary fighters and 
People who have fought imperialism at the 


cost of their blood, to allege that their na- 
tional independence has been achieved as 
a result of peaceful co-existence. 

There are also people who claim that ge- 
neral and complete disarmament is the 
surest way to the liberation of the oppres- 
sed nations. 

They say that when general and complete 
disarmament is realized, the imperialists 
will be prevented from keeping military 
forces and arms, and so liberation will 
come of its own accord to the oppressed 
nations. 

Therefore, they clamour, the colonial and 
oppressed nations have to lay down their 
arms for general and complete disarma- 
ment, instead of waging the liberation 
struggle. 

If general and complete disarmament can 
be achieved, it will of course be a good 
thing. The socialist countries have consis- 
tently made every sincere effort for the rea- 
lization of disarmament. 

But no progress has so far been made 
in the negotiations on disarmament, al- 
though they have been conducted among 
great Powers for already 18 years since 
World War II, and this is due to the nega- 
tive stand of the imperialists. 


It is not the Communists but the imperi- 
alists that are opposed to disarmament. 
Can one ever think of “imperialism with- 
out arms?” Even now, the imperialists are 
busy expanding armament and brutally sup- 
pressing the national-liberation movement. 

Under these circumstances, to advise the 
Oppressed nations to wait until genera! 
and complete disarmament is achieved, is 
tantamount, after all, to dissuading them 
oe waging the national-liberation strug- 
gle. 

The revisionists are idolizing the United 
Nations before the fighting peoples. 

Certain people allege that the indepen- 
dence of the oppressed nations can be a- 
chieved also through the U.N. They shout 
at the top of their voices: Who but the U.N. 
can tackle the job of liquidating the colo- 
nial system? 

If the United Nations were faithful to its 
duties stipulated in the Charter, it could 
work in the interests of the oppressed na- 
tions in a measure. Even so, a few decisions 
of the U.N. can not serve as a guarantee for 
the independence of the oppressed nations. 
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Moreover, the U.N. is misused today as 
an instrument of aggression by the U.S. 
imperialists. U.S. imperialism uses the U.N. 
as a tool for repressing the national-libera- 
tion movement in the colonial countries and 
interfering in the domestic affairs of small 
nations. 

It was in the usurped name of the U.N. 
that the U.S. imperialists carried on a war 
of aggression in Korea and mercilessly 
slaughtered millions of Korean people. Un- 
der the signboard of the U.N. the U.S. im: 
perialists occupy South Korea to this day, 
hampering the peaceful unification of Korea. 

Under the signboard of the U.N. the U.S. 
imperialists trampled upon the sovereignty 
of the Congo, murdered its Prime Minister 
Lumumba, and have suppressed its patrio- 
tic forces. 

Under the signboard of the U.N. the 
U.S. imperialists have sought to infringe 
upon the sovereignty of Cuba and _ stretch 
their claws of aggression across the border 
of Cuba. 

How can the peoples of the colonial and 
dependent countries achieve their national 
liberation and liquidate colonialism through 
the U.N.? 

The allegation that the colonial system 
can be liquidated through peaceful co-exis- 
tence, general and complete disarmament, 
or the U.N. is, in the final analysis, aimed 
at disarming the people ideologically, at 
paralysing the anti-imperialist revolutionary 
struggle, and at fettering the oppressed na- 
tions to the bonds of colonial slavery for 
ever. 

The modern revisionists, prettifying and 
embellishing imperialism as much as they 
can, are preaching capitulation and sub- 
mission to it. 

The revolutionary peoples can by no 
means follow that way. 

History shows that all those who pinned 
their hopes on the “benevolence” of the im- 
perialists in their national-liberation strug- 
gle met with bitter failure in the end. 
The oppressed nations can achieve liberation 
and triumph only when they rely on their 
own strength and rise in a determined strug- 
gle against imperialism and colonialism. 

Today the struggle of the oppressed peo- 
ples for national independence is inconcei- 
vable apart from the struggle against U.S. 
imperialism, the bulwark of colonialism in 
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modern times. 

U.S. imperialism is the ringleader of the 
world reaction and the mainstay of aggres- 
sion and war. It is the biggest international 
exploiter, an international gendarme and a 
heinous enemy of the peoples. 

Today the U.S. imperialists are trying 
to find a way out to escape their doom in 
the aggression against other peoples and 
intensification of international tensions. 

The U.S. imperialists are incessantly per- 
petrating aggressive machinations and sub- 
versive activities against the socialist coun- 
tries, and are seeking to subordinate newly- 
independent national states. 

U.S. imperialism, in league with all the 
reactionary forces of the world, is making 
frantic efforts to repress and strangle -all 
types of progressive movements. 

U.S. imperialism is also the very ring- 
leader that is hampering and suppressing 
the liberation struggle of the peoples of the 
colonial and dependent countries. 

In fact, U.S. imperialism has turned 
many countries into their colonies and semi- 
colonies, and thus become the largest co- 
lonial power. 

The U.S. monopolies are bleeding the 
peoples of these countries white and rob- 
bing these countries of their resources as 
they please. 

U.S. imperialism occupies the territories 
of other countries by force and is grossly 
violating their sovereignty. The U.S. impe- 
rialists are conducting aggressive wars 
everywhere against the peoples who have 
risen for freedom and independence and are 
killing people brutally. The people shed 
blood everywhere the U.S. imperialists set 
foot. 

All this proves that to achieve the lib- 
eration and independence of the oppressed 
nations and accomplish world revolu- 
tion, the spearhead of the struggle should 
certainly be turned against U.S. imperial- 
ism. 

With each passing day, U.S. imperialism 
finds itself getting deeper into a sad plight. 
The attempts of the U.S. imperialists to 
achieve world supremacy and impose the 
yoke of colonial slavery on the peoples are 
naturally provoking indignation and resis- 
tance from the peoples throughout’ the 
world. 

All peoples fighting for peace, democracy, 


national independence and socialism should 
unite firmly, and expand and step up their 
joint struggle against U.S. imperialism, 
driving it further into a tight corner. The 
crafty neo-colonialist tricks of the U.S. im- 
perialists should be laid bare, repudiated 
and frustrated everywhere. The struggle a- 
gainst U.S. imperialism should be .stepped 
up everywhere in the world and blows 
should be struck at it in front and in the 
rear, biriding it hand and foot. In all places 
where the U.S. imperialists are entrenched, 
the people should fight for the dismantling 
of their military bases and for driving out 
their troops, and no room should be left for 
the U.S. imperialist aggressors to set foot. 
This is the way to the liberation of the 
oppressed peoples throughout the world. 


3. REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE IS 
THE ONLY ROAD TO NATIONAL 
LIBERATION 


It is the most pressing national task con- 
fronting the peoples of colonial and depen- 
dent countries to. win freedom and _ inde- 
pendence from the yoke of imperialism. 


The oppressed peoples must liquidate the 
system of colonial rule and win freedom 
and independence through their staunch 
struggle. 


“The liberation of the colonial and de- 
pendent countries from imperialism cannot 
be achieved without a victorious revolution: 
you will not get independence gratis.” 
(Stalin) *° 


Today the general situation is very fa- 
vourable to the national-liberation strug- 
gle. The question is how the Parties of the 
working class and the progressive, revolu- 
tionary elements lead the revolution, stand- 
ing in the van of the struggle. 


The correct leadership of the Party is a 
decisive guarantee for successfully carrying 


cut the complex, difficult revolutionary 
tasks. | 
The Party of the working class must 


adhere to a revolutionary stand, draw up 
correct strategy and tactics and organise 
and mobilise the broad popular masses to 
the struggle along the right path. 
The victory of revolution hinges, first of 
all, upon whether or not the Party succeeds 
lM winning over the popular masses. If the 


Party of the working class fails to win 
over and rally the revolutionary masses 
around it, it cannot wage the revolutionary 
struggle, nor can it guide the revolution. 

The Party of the working class must 
closely rally all circles which oppose impe- 
rialism and colonialism. 

Especially, the Party must direct its pri- 
mary attention to enhancing the vanguard 
role of the working class, firmly ensuring 
their leadership and winning over the pea- 
sant masses, youth, students and _ intellec- 
tuals. 

Along with the working class, the pea: 
sant masses are the main detachment oi 
pun in the ‘national-liberation strug- 
gle. 

As a result of the colonial rule of impe- 
rialism, the Asian, African and Latin Ame- 
rican continents remain backward agrarian 
areas. The peasants accounting for the 
great majority of the population in these 
areas are poor peasants and hired hands 
who are leading a miserable life, having 
almost no land or depending on small, lean 
patches of land. Due to their class position 
they have a vital interest in the anti-impe- 
rialist, anti-feudal, national-liberation revo- 
lution and are highly revolutionary and 
staunch in their struggle. 

The Party of the working class can suc- 
cessfully wage the revolutionary struggle 
when it correctly links the tasks of the na- 
tional-liberation revolution with the interests 
of the peasant masses and enlists them in 
the struggle on an extensive scale. 

This notwithstanding, the modern revi- 
sionists ignore the revolutionary role of 
the peasant masses in the national-libera- 
tion struggle of the peoples of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. 

‘They hold that the revolutionary advance 
of the peasants in these areas is an unde- 
pendable and insignificant petty bourgeois 
movement and that it is not of much rev- 
olutionary significance. 

This is not an attitude of those who want 
to make revolution. 

It is absolutely wrong to ignore outright 
the masses of peasantry without correctly 
analysing the specific conditions of colo- 
nial and dependent countries. 

To ignore the role of the peasant masses 
in the national-liberation struggle is an 
anti-Marxist-Leninist attitude of negating 
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{he worker-peasant alliance and rejecting 
the hegemony of the working class. 

The upsurge of the national-liberation 
struggle today convincingly shows what 
ereat strength the peasant masses who have 
risen up in the struggle have and how vic- 
tory can be won in the revolution when the 
peasants are given correct guidance. 

Therefore, it is a major task of the Par- 
ties of the working class in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America to revolutionise and or- 
ganise the peasant masses and turn the 
countryside into a powerful base of revolu- 
tion. 

Besides the peasants, the Party of the 
working class must widely enlist the youth, 
students and intellectuals in the struggle. 

Owing to their status of the oppressed, 
the youth, students and intellectuals of co- 
lonial and dependent countries have a high 
degree of national consciousness and strong 
anti-imperialist sentiments. The youth, stu- 
dents and intellectuals play an important 
part in inspiring national awakening and 
anti-imperialist sentiments and disseminat- 
ing the Marxist-Leninist ideology among 
a peoples of colonial and dependent coun- 
ries, 

The Party of the working class must 
strengthen its work among the youth, stu- 
dents and intellectuals, organise and cons- 
tantly temper them and actively mobilise 
them to the revolutionary struggle. 

The tasks of the anti-imperialist, national- 
liberation revolution can be — successfully 
carried out when the working class and all 
other anti-imperialist forces are closely unit- 
ed and the imperialists and all other reac- 
tionary forces are isolated thoroughly. 

Holding high the banner of revolution, 
the Party of the working class must stand 
in the van of the struggle and lead the po- 
pular masses. 

The Marxist-Leninists consider that they 
must come out in a decisive struggle when 
the revolutionary situation is matured and 
seize power without wavering in a favou- 
rable situation. 

Especially when the people themselves 
rise up in the struggle, the Communists 
must correctly organise the people’s strug- 
gle, impart consciousness to it and lead it 
to victory. And when the situation demands, 
they must organise and unfold an armed 
struggle. 
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The Party is needed for the working class 
and revolution, as the vanguard detach- 
ment and headquarters of revolution to 
tackle this task. If the Party, contrary to 
this, tails behind the masses and does not 
fight for revolution, it cannot play its role 
fully. 

Today the revisionists are scheming in 
every way to prevent the Party of the 
working class from playing a guiding role 
in the national-liberation struggle. Influenc- 
ed by them, some Parties have abandoned 
revolution and are staying away from the 
revolutionary struggle. 

At a decisive juncture when the situation 
demands an armed struggle and the peo- 
ple come out in arms, the revisionists are 
preventing the Party and the Communists 
of the given country from coming out in 
the struggle, advocating “peaceful” means 
only. 

Even when a favourable situation has 
been created for the seizure of power, they 
hold that the revolutionary’ forces should 
refrain from coming out in the struggle 
for power, menacingly stating that this 
may entail the intervention of the impe- 
rialists. 

Thus the line of “peaceful transition” im- 
posed by: the revisionists has done, and is 
doing, a great harm to the national-libera- 
tion struggle in a number of countries in 
recent years, 

The infection of ‘peace’ malady has 
caused confusion within. the armed ranks 
which had been waging a revolutionary 
struggle with arms in their hands, and no 
small number of people have fallen back 
from the road of struggle. In some coun- 
tries, the revolution had been left defense- 
less and met with a fiasco in face of san- 
guinary suppression by. counter-revolution 
and the revolutionary forces sustained heavy 
losses. 

If those who style themselves Communists 
do not take part in the struggle and harp 
on “peace” only, sitting behind with folded 
arms when the revolutionary masses are 
fighting with arms in their hands, shed- 
ding their blood, this can never be regarded 
as. an attitude of those who want to make 
revolution. 

If the oppressed nations give up the 
struggle, not fighting against the violence 
of imperialism and the reactionary forces, 


and do not seize power in fear of the offen- 
sive of counter-revolution, they will never 
be able to win liberation and independence. 

The revisionists rendered it impossible for 
the oppressed peoples to win victory which 
could have been won, and led them to make 
sacrifices which could have been avoided, 
in their liberation struggle against impe- 
rialism. 

If the Party of the working class does 
not come out in the struggle and lead the 
revolution, another class will replace it. In 
that case, the Communists will lose the rev- 
olutionary masses and will certainly be 
deserted by the masses. 

The Party of the working class.must be 
fully prepared for the struggle of all forms 
including armed struggle. 

The liberation struggle can be victoriously 
waged only by organically combining vio- 
lent struggle with non-violent struggle, 
making the most of all possibilities. 

If the revolutionary forces do not _pre- 
pare themselves for violent struggle, count- 
ing on non-violent means alone, as advo- 
cated by the revisionists, they will be unable 
te cope with the situation on their own ini- 
tiative. 

The colonial rule of the imperialists is 
based on violence without exception. In 
disregard of this, how can one force the op- 
pressed peoples who oppose imperialism 
to wage the liberation struggle by peaceful 
means alone? 

Whether to choose the form of violent 
struggle or non-violent struggle in the na- 
tional-liberation struggle is a question to 
be decided by the Party of each country in 
accordance with its specific conditions. Ac- 
cording to the resistance of the imperialists 
and subjective and objective conditions of 
the revolution, now the violent struggle 
may come to the fore and now the non-vio- 
lent struggle. 

It will differ according to each country 
and each area. 

Needless to say, when the question can 
be settled peacefully, peaceful means ought 
to be employed. The Communists do not 
want to shed their blood for no reason. 

_ “When the class struggle becomes fierce, 
i{ will go over to an armed struggle in 
Many cases. To wage a war or not depends 
by no means on the revolutionary masses 
but on the exploiting classes suppressing 


the masses. The revolutionary masses resist 
by force, because the ruling class suppres- 
ses them by force.” (Kim I! Sung) ** 

When the imperialists suppress the peo- 
ple by force, they cannot sit still and only 
make sacrifices. Reactionary violence must 
be countered with revolutionary violence. 
Without a revolutionary army opposed to 
the armed counter-revolution, the revolu- 
tionary forces cannot be preserved from 
suppression by the imperialists and the 
reactionary forces, and the struggle is doom- 
ed to failure. | 

The armed struggle is the most active 
form of struggle which can strengthen the 
anti-imperialist revolutionary forces, deal 
heavy blows to the enemy and makes it 
possible successfully to carry out the revo- 
lutionary tasks. 

When the oppressed nations unite and 
rise up in the armed struggle, they will be- 
come an invincible force and emerge vic: 
torious in the fight against any imperial- 
ists. 

The Cuban people who began their armed 
struggle with seven rifles overthrew the dic: 
tatorial regime, a puppet of U.S. imperial- 
ism, and won victory by theii heroic resis- 
tance. 

The Algerian people who launched the 
armed struggle with a few hundred hunt- 
ing guns fought valiantly for seven odd 
years and won victory over the French im- 
perialists who mobilised hundreds of thou- 
sands of troops and employed all kinds of 
modern weapons. 

Today the South Vietnamese people are 
heroically fighting for freedom and inde- 
pendence against the armed aggression of 
U.S. imperialism and are winning one big 
victory after another, dealing crushing 
blows to the aggressors. The peoples of 
Venezuela, Angola and many other coun- 
tries are waging fierce armed struggles. 
Though they are fighting under very diffi- 
cult conditions, they will surely win victory. 

The Communists must actively support 
these heroic struggles of the peoples. 

Some people, however, are actively op- 
posing the armed strugglés of .the oppres- 
sed nations under various pretexts. 

Holding that the armed struggle of the 
oppressed peoples for liberation may be- 
come a “spark” which will touch off a 
‘world thermonuclear war,” they slander

it as a “suicidal act,” “reckless act of exter- 
minating mankind,” and the like. 

They are also raving: What is the use of 
independence, if a world thermonuclear 
war breaks out and destroys the whole 
mankind? What a queer argument this is! 

The revisionists -claim that today the 
very nature of war has completely changed 
with the emergence of nuclear weapons. 
They declare that there is no longer anv 
distinction between just and unjust wars 
in the age of nuclear weapons. They 
clamour that all wars, therefore, are 
crimes of manslaughter and unjust wars. 

This is a crude falsification of Marxism- 
Leninism. 

It. goes without saying that nuclear 
weapons: possess a great destructive force. 
But this cannot change the nature of war. 
Nuclear weapons are only a means of war. 
And not all ‘wars become thermonuclear 
wars. 

Their assertion is tantamount to urging 
the fighting people to give up revolution 
and endure oppression and exploitation by 
the imperialists. Their idea boils. down to 
saying that people may as well become the 
imperialists’ slaves, abandoning sovereignty, 
freedom and honour, in order to survive on 
this globe. 

This is nothing but a trick of theirs to 
blackmail and threaten the oppressed peo- 
ple, allying themselves with the imperial- 
ists, so as to divert them from the struggle. 

Such threats, however, cannot frighten 
the people who have risen up in the struggle 
nor check their righteous struggle. It is a 
futile attempt. 

In order to camouflage their true colours, 
the modern revisionists sometimes voice 
their support, though merely in words, for 
the armed struggle of the colonial and de- 
pendent peoples. But who will be fooled by 
this? The people are fully aware who sup- 
port the revolution and who are opposed to 
it. 

The oppressed peoples will deal blows to 
the imperialists and frustrate their aggres- 
sive schemes through an implacable anti- 
imperialist struggle for freedom and inde- 
pendence in unity with the revolutionary 
peoples of the whole world. 

Today the national-liberation struggle 
demands the Parties of the working class to 
enhance their role as never before. 
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Only those Parties and fighters that ad- 
here to the principles of revolutionary strug- 
gle can discharge the glorious mission of 
the vanguard detachment. 

No matter how hard the imperialists and 
revisionists may try, they cannot bring the 
revolutionary struggle of the popular mas- 
ses to a halt. 

The ultimate victory of the national- 
liberation struggle and the complete liquida- 
tion of the colonial system are inevitable. 


4. PEOPLES WHO HAVE WON 
INDEPENDENCE MUST CARRY THE 
TASK OF NATIONAL LIBERATION 

THROUGH TO THE END 


The peoples of the national states, hav- 
ing won political independence as. a result 
of the national-liberation struggle, have 
entered a new stage in their historical de- 
velopment. 

Winning of political independence, how- 
ever, does not mean the completion of the 
national-liberation revolution. It marks 
only an initial step towards the ultimate 
victory of the national-liberation revolu- 
tion. 

Society demands continued progress and 
life presents new problems awaiting solu- 
tion. 

The working-class Party must answer the 
questions of whether or not the revolution 
should be carried to the end, whether or 
not the fight against imperialism should be 
kept on, which course should be taken in 
developing the country. 

Today the Marxist-Leninists and the re- 
visionists are diametrically’ opposed to each 
other over these questions, too. 

The Marxist-Leninists deem it necessary 
that the national states which have won 
independence should continue to offer re- 
solute opposition to imperialism and carry 
the national democratic revolution to the 
end. This is the only path for the peoples of 
these countries to follow in order to end the 
centuries-old backwardness and poverty, the 
legacies of the colonial rule, and to build 
prosperous independent countries. 

Nevertheless, the revisionists allege that 
the task of the national-liberation revolution 
will be fulfilled merely by winning politi- 
cal independence. They leave the task ol 
fighting imperialism out of account. Thev 


allege that the working-class Party should 
confine itself to economic construction in 
cooperation with the bourgeoisie and that 
there is no need of advancing the revolu- 
tion. 

This is a harmful argument throwing 
grave obstacles in the way of the revolu- 
tion of the peoples of the countries that 
have won independence, and even jeopard- 
izing their independence. 

After winning political independence, the 
popular masses demand democratic devel- 
opment of the country by doing away with 
the old fetters at an early date and radical 
improvement in their living conditions. 

Gaining political independence in no 
way means that social progress and con- 
solidation of independence will come oi 
themselves without any struggle. They can 
be achieved only by thoroughly carrying 
out the tasks of the anti-imperialist, anti- 
feudal revolution and transforming the sc- 
ciety into a new one. 

This represents a continuous process of 
the revolution. 

For a thorough-going accomplishment of 
the national-liberation revolution, it is ne- 
cessary above all to completely demolish 
the old imperialist colonial ruling machine 
and deprive the imperialists of their econo- 
mic foothold. It is also needed to enforce 
land reform in the countryside and put an 
end to the feudal relations of production. 
It is imperative to build an independent na- 
tional economy and develop national culture 
after having wiped out the consequences of 
the imperialist colonial rule. It is necessary 
to effect democratic reforms in all spheres 
of social life and ensure legitimate rights 
and interests to the working people. 

In foreign relations, opposition must be 
offered to the constant pressure and the ag- 
gressive policies of the imperialists and an 
independent peace-loving policy followed. 

All these revolutionary measures will in- 
Cvitably arouse resistance on the part of the 
imperialists and their accomplices, the reac- 
tionary forces at home. 

As the revolution advances, class anta- 
gonism between various sections of societv 
gradually comes to the fore. Struggle takes 
Varied forms in the new historical condi- 
tions. 

Struggle between classes, a product of the 
Objective course of social development, is 


inevitable. One can hardly advance the 
cause of social revolution even a step 
without fighting against imperialism and 
its accomplices, the reactionary forces. The 
working-class Party must defend the na- 
tional and class interests and, rallying the 
revolutionary forces, must resolutely fight 
to carry the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal re- 
volution forward to the end. 

Many historical facts have shown what 
twists and turns the revolution has to go 
through when the laws of class struggle 
are ignored. 

Vacillation of the national bourgeoisie 
gradually becomes more open as social re- 
volution moves further ahead and class 
struggle becomes fiercer. 

Because of the contradictions between 
the national bourgeoisie on the one hand 
and foreign imperialism and the feudal 
forces on the other, it is possible for the na- 
tional bourgeoisie to join the working people 
in the struggle to carry out the anti-im- 
perialist, anti-feudal revolution. 

On the other hand, it may feel uneasy 
about the growing political consciousness 
and revolutionary advance of the working 
masses and show the tendency to give up 
the revolution halfway and join hands with 
the reactionary forces. The working-class 
Party, therefore, must give support to the 
progressive aspects of the national bour- 
geoisie and form alliance with it, while 
curbing and combating its negative aspects. 

In its relations with the national bourge- 
oisie, the working-class Party must always 
hold to the principled stand of both unit- 
ing and fighting with it. 

The working-class Party wants to main- 
tain alliance with the patriotic and progres- 
sive bourgeoisie and work hand in hand 
with it in its endeavours for building a new 
society. 

The possibility of maintaining the unitv 
of the working class and the national bour- 
geoisie in the united front depends above 
all on the attitude of the national bourge- 
oisie—whether it defends in all sincerity the 
interests of the whole nation or not. Nation- 
al interests are inconceivable apart from the 
interests of the workers and peasants who 
make up the absolute majority of the nation. 
The bourgeoisie must respect the interests 
of the working masses if it wants to be 
truly faithful to the national interests. It 
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must, at the same time, fight against im- 
perialism, feudal forces and reactionary 
forces of all hues. This will lead to a firm 
unity between the working class and the 
progressive bourgeoisie. 

The bourgeoisie, however, will be iniring- 
ing upon the national interests and, accord- 
ingly, undermining its unity with people of 
all walks of life if it seeks to place its nar- 
row class interests above the interests of 
the nation as a whole. 


The working class Party must fight a- 
gainst such move on the part of the reac- 
tionary bourgeoisie that betrays the national 
interests. The Party will lose its independ- 
ency, become divorced from the revolution- 
ary masses and, in the long run, will spoil 
the revolution if it gives unqualified support 
to and blindly follows the bourgeoisie which 
has turned reactionary. 


The Dange group of the Communist Party 
of India has slid down to the shameful 
capitulationist stand in its attitude to the 
reactionary bourgeoisie. The Dange clique, 
having cast aside the revolutionary princi- 
ples of a proletarian Party, has pledged it- 
self to give the reactionary government 
“unconditional support.” 


It actively backs the aggressive foreign 
policy of the reactionary government, de- 
claring that its policy is “in line with inter- 
nationalism.” It has thus degenerated into 
a social-chauvinist group engaged _ in 
Slandering and disparaging the Marxist- 
Leninist Parties and socialist countries; it 
has torn the Communist Party asunder. 


Some people calling themselves Commun- 
ists support and praise the sordid actions of 
the Dange group. All this is a plain treach- 
ery to the working class and the labouring 
people of India. 

Marxist-Leninists should draw a lesson 
from this, even though it may be a bitter 
one. 

The working class Party should, in the 
course of the national democratic revolu- 
tion, consolidate in every way the worker- 
peasant alliance and closely rally people of 
all strata around the united front. 

Ultimate victory of the national-liberation 
revolution and revolutionary transformation 
of society depend, after all, on the might of 
the working class Party and the solidity oi 
the worker-peasant alliance. The working 
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class Party will be able to take the initia- 
tive in the revolution and bring it to a vic- 
torious completion, if it correctly organizes 
a united front of broad sections of people 
with the worker-peasant alliance as its basis 
and leads it steadfastly. Only under these 
conditions can urgent social problems posed 
by life be satisfactorily solved. 


Social progress does not mark time. 
Peoples who have won independence want 
to build a new society free from exploita- 
tion and oppression. 


They know well from their own experi- 
ence that capitalism brings them nothing 
but poverty and hunger and deprives them 
of all rights. Socialism alone can bring 
prosperity and progress to the country and 
a happy life to the people. 


Under all circumstances the working- 
class Party must keep to a principled, inde- 
pendent stand and fulfil the people’s desire 
for building a new society by actively unit- 
ing and mobilizing the strength of the 
masses. 


To keep up a resolute struggle against 
the aggressive schemes of imperialism is 
as yet the most important task in the na- 
tional states after they have won political 
independence. 

Today certain people deny the necessity 
of fighting against imperialism in the na- 
tional states. 

Now that political independence is won, 
they preach, fundamental contradiction has 
disappeared between the national states 
and the imperialists. According to them, 
there remains only the “distinction between 
economically developed regions and_ back- 
ward ones” in the present era. 

Accordingly, they declare, aggressive im- 
perialism, which existed before, has now 
ceased to exist and, therefore, all things 
will go well when mutual “cooperation” is 
effected with the imperialists. 

This, too, is a dangerous view which 
brings about confusion for the peoples of 
the national states. 

For the independent peoples there will 
be no_- successful social reforms and re- 
volution without the anti-imperialist strug- 
gle. The imperialists have not quit their 
former colonies; they are constantly pene- 
trating into them by new methods. They 
bring political pressure of every descrip- 


tion to bear upon, and exercise economic 
control over, the peoples who have newly 
won independence, in their scheme to make 
the political independence of these coun- 
tries a nominal one. The imperialists, when 
they fail to achieve their aggressive ends 
by peaceful means, launch an armed inva- 
sion without hesitation and carry on all 
sorts of subversive activities to overthrow 
the national states. 

The anti-imperialist struggle neither be- 
comes less intense nor comes to a halt in 
the national states after they have won 
political independence. It remains as sharp 
as ever and becomes more complicated in 
all spheres. 

The revisionists, closing their eyes to this 
fact, describe the imperialists as a “friend’”’ 
or “benefactor” of the liberated peoples. 


The revisionists allege that the so-called 
“aid” of the imperialists can assist in the 
economic development of the national states. 
They have gone so far as to declare that the 
U.S. imperialists’ ‘‘aid’ can “help the peo- 
ples lagging centuries behind quickly to 
get on their own feet.” 


Further, they propagandize that the im- 
perialists will use the money released from 
disarmament for economic development of 
the “underdeveloped countries.” They 
clamour that this will enable these coun- 
tries to attain in a historically brief span 
of time the level of the advanced industrial 
nations and will open a “new era” in the 
economic development of the “underdevel- 
oped countries.” 


All this talk is a sheer nonsense. 

This is graphic evidence of how far the 
modern revisionists have departed from the 
Ce eenel principles and the class 
stand. 


Is there an example of any Asian, Afri- 
can and Latin American countries having 
achieved economic progress with the help of 
the so-called “aid” of the imperialists led 
by U.S. imperialism? No, there is not. 

On the contrary, life shows that the more 
One becomes reliant on the imperialist 
“aid,” the more one’s political independence 
Is jeopardized and the more one’s economic 
Situation deteriorates. 

The so-called “aid” advertised by the im- 
Perialists is nothing but a noose of neo- 
colonialism designed to subordinate the 


national independent countries once again. 

“Outwardly the imperialist countries ad- 
vocate ‘friendship’ and ‘solidarity’ between 
themselves, but they carry on subversive 
activities against each other behind the 
scenes; they claim to stand for ‘cooperation’ 
and ‘aid’, but in reality, they utilize them 
as instruments to subordinate other 
countries politically and economically.” 
(Kim I] Sung) *® 

It is absurd to expect the imperialist rob- 
bers, who have fattened on the cruel ex- 
ploitation and plunder of the peoples of the 
colonial and dependent countries, to show 
“charity” all of a sudden. 


Experience has proved that those coun- 
tries resolutely fighting against the im- 
perialists have made big headway in con- 
solidating national independence and in 
political and economic development. On 
the contrary, those countries whose ruling 
circles have allied themselves with the im- 
perialists or have been reduced to the im- 
perialists’ stooges still remain virtually in 
the colonial or semi-colonial status. 

The countries that have won political in- 
dependence must build their national eco- 
nomy on the principle of self-reliance. 


Independent national economic construc- 
tion is essential for consolidating national 
independence and_ establishing relations 
with other countries on an equal footing. 


Peoples of the national states, who have 
inherited a backward economy on account 
of the imperialist colonial rule, meet with 
no small difficulties in building a new so- 
ciety. These difficulties can be overcome by 
following the path of self-reliance. 


Reliance on the imperialist “aid” renders 
it impossible for a country to achieve a 
sound development of its economy on a 
self-supporting foundation. For a country 
to deliver itself from the economic subor- 
dination to imperialism and develop into a 
mighty, prosperous one in a historically 
brief span of time, it is necessary to mo- 
bilize domestic resources to the greatest 
possible extent relying on the strength of its 
own people. This alone will make it possi- 
ble to make an effective use of foreign aid 
if it is given. 

As for foreign aid, we believe that to sup- 
plement each other’s needs and assist each 
other among the liberated peoples is impor- 
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tant in accelerating the economic construc- 
tion in the national states. 

These countries are endowed with rich 
resources and _ favourable natural condi- 
tions. 

They are at different levels of economic 
and technical development. 

Mutual exchanges of national resources, 
economic and technical exchanges and mu- 
tual assistance between these countries will 
be of great help to each national state in its 
economic construction. 

Particularly, those countries which were 
liberated earlier or are comparatively ad- 
vanced economically must give active help 
to the peoples who have embarked on the 
path of national independence later. 

Close ties and mutual aid between the 
liberated peoples is an important factor in 
smashing fresh aggression and economic 
penetration of the imperialists, consolidat- 
ing their countries’ independence and achiev- 
ing their national prosperity. 

In building new society, peoples of the 
national states expect much from the so- 
cialist countries. 

The socialist countries should approach 
the peoples of the national states open-hear- 
tedly and modestly and give sincere aid to 
them on the principles of respect for sover- 
eignty, non-interference in each other’s in- 
ternal affairs, equality and mutual benefit. 

The economic and technical aid rendered 
by the socialist countries to the national 
States today plays a big part in accelerating 
the economic development of these coun- 
tries. 

This aid is fundamentally different from 
the so-called “aid” of the imperialists, for 
it is given, above all, out of a sincere desire 
to help the recipient countries in consolid- 
ating their independence and _ achieving 
their prosperity. 

No political strings should be attached 
to the aid of the socialist countries; it should 
be most effective from the economic and 
technical points of view. 

Violation of these principles might lower 
the prestige of the socialist countries a- 
mong the peoples of the national states 
and give them a wrong idea of the socialist 
system. 

The socialist countries can in no way 
cast aside the class principle in giving aid 
to the national states. 
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This notwithstanding, certain people are 
giving aid to the reactionary circles of the 
countries allied with imperialism. 

They are giving, without any qualms, 
even military aid to be used against a 
iraternal socialist country. 

They boast of their emulation with the 
imperialists in this matter. 

This is a shameful thing. 

Under no circumstances should Marxist- 
Leninists act in collusion with the imperi- 
alists before the peoples of colonial and de- 
pendent countries and of the national states. 
If one makes no distinction between friends 
and foes, it may possibly bring about dang- 
erous consequences. This sort of act should 
be criticized and stopped promptly. 


The struggle of the peoples of the natio- 
nal states to uphold their countries’ inde- 
pendent development against fresh imperi- 
alist aggression is mounting higher day 
by day. 

Whatever machinations and schemes they 
may make, the imperialists and their stoog- 
es will not be able to arrest the advance 
oi the peoples who have entered on the path 
oi national independence. 


In spite of all sorts of slanders and vili- 
fications by the imperialists, the people 
will govern their countries splendidly and 
develop their economy and culture for them- 
selves. 

The liberated peoples will never again be 
subordinated to imperialism. 


0. NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENT 
IS A GREAT REVOLUTIONARY FORCE 
OF OUR EPOCH 


The liberation movement of the oppressed 
nations against imperialism and colonial- 
ism is a link in the whole chain of world 
proletarian revolution and its powerful ally. 

The victory of the proletariat of the ca- 
pitalist countries is impossible, unless it 
is in direct alliance with the national-libera- 
tion movement in colonies, and the final 
solution of the national problems of colo- 
nies is unthinkable apart from the progress 
of world proletarian revolution. 


The significance and role of the national- 
liberation movement in the development of 
world revolution are tremendous, indeed. 

Foreseeing the enormous revolutionarv 


role to be. played by the national-liberation 
struggle, Lenin once stated: 

“Millions and hundreds of millions—ac- 
tually the overwhelming majority of the 
world’s population—are now coming out 
as an independent and active revolutionary 
factor. And it should be perfectly clear that 
in the coming decisive battles of world rev- 
olution, this movement of the majority of 
the world’s population, originally aimed at 
national liberation, will turn against capi- 
talism and imperialism and will, perhaps, 
play a much more revolutionary role than 
we have been led to expect.’’*® 

Lenin’s prediction has come true today. 

Two-thirds of world population is living 
in Asia, Africa and Latin America, which 
have enormous natural and economic po- 
tentials. 

These continents with such great might 
are turning from a reserve of imperialism 
into a decisive force opposing imperialism. 

The national-liberation revolution is seeth- 
ing, shaking the imperialist foothold to its 
foundation. 


The imperialist colonial system is crum- 
bling everywhere, and a new force is emerg- 
ing on the international arena. 

All facts show that a great revolution is 
now making a dynamic progress in Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America to bury impe- 
rialism. 

The policies of aggression and war of 
imperialism are being dealt telling blows 
by the national-liberation struggle of the 
peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
and this is a source of great strength for 
the cause of world peace. 


The national-liberation struggle is streng- 
thening the position of the socialist camp 
in the international arena and creating ex- 
tremely favourable conditions for the fur- 
therance of world labour movement. 

As Lenin pointed out, as a result of the 
unprecedented upsurge of the national-lib- 
eration struggle, there cannot be the slight- 
est shadow of doubt what the final out- 
come of world revolution will be. In this 
sense, it can be said that the final victory 
Ol socialism is fully and absolutely assured. 

The national-liberation movement, along 
With the socialist camp and the world 
working class movement, constitutes a 
Steat revolutionary force of our epoch for 


peace, democracy, national independence 
and socialism. 

However, today some people in the ranks 
of the world communist movement under- 
estimate the revolutionary significance oi 
the national-liberation movement and des- 
cribe it as a petty bourgeois or a bourgeois 
movement incapable of dealing a serious 
blow to imperialism. 

How can they possibly take such a view? 

Following the October Socialist Revolu- 
tion, the national-liberation movement in 
many countries in the East has emerged 
from within the bounds of the old bour- 
geois national movement and developed 
into a national-liberation movement led by 
the proletariat. With the emergence and 
erowth of the working class, the Parties oi 
the working class have been formed in 
these countries. These Parties have taken 


‘the leadership in the van of the national- 


liberation struggle and this movement has 
merged into the general current of the world 
communist movement. 

In a number of countries the national- 
liberation revolution has developed into the 
socialist revolution. How can one appraise 
this great current of revolution as a mere 
bourgeois movement or describe it as ami 
impotent petty-bourgeois movement? 

In countries where the working class has 
not yet come into being or is still weak, the 
national-liberation movement is led by other 
classes. 

Even in such cases, however, Marxist- 
Leninists should not negate the revolution- 
ary significance of the movement. Ever: 
when proletarian elements are not to be 
found or are small in this movement, one 
should support it positively, so long as it 
is a movement weakening imperialism. 

No one who looks straight at realities 
can ever ignore the fact that the “life line” 
of imperialism is being cut off in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America at present. 

The imperialists themselves are raising 
a cry of agony as their colonial system is 
disintegrating in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 

We think we should not take a formalis- 
tic approach toward the national-liberation 
movement, but should appraise its revolu- 
tionary significance, in the light of the ac- 
tual effects of its blows at imperialism. 

The revisionists allege that Asia, Africa 
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and Latin America cannot become the 
theatre of powerful revolutionary struggle 
at the present time, because capitalism has 
not developed enough and the industrial 
proletariat is scarce in these areas. 

Such allegation is nothing new for the 
Communists. This is no more than a rehash 
of the outdated anti-revolutionary “theory” 
of the leaders of the Second International. 
It was the renegades of the Second Inter- 
national who claimed that revolution could 
not break out in countries where the pro- 
ductive forces were not highly developed. 

The whole world knows that their “theory’ 
has been shattered completely in -practice 
in history. 

One cannot judge mechanically by the 
level of development of capitalism and the 
size of the industrial proletariat alone, 
whether preconditions for revolution exist 
in a given country or not. 

Nor is it the size of the industrial prole- 
tariat alone that determines the conversion 
of the national liberation movement into 
the socialist revolution. 

Even if capitalism has attained a high 
level of development and the industrial pro- 
letariat assumes an overwhelming propor- 
tion of the population, the flames of revolu- 
tion will not flare up when the working 
class Party, marred by revisionism, is un- 
able to provide correct leadership. On the 
contrary, the socialist revolution has been 
victorious in a number of Asian countries 
and Cuba in Latin America though the in- 
dustrial proletariat in these countries is re- 
latively small. 

In the stage of imperialism one cannot 
tell whether or not a revolutionary situa- 
tion has been created, by taking individual 
countries singly. 

The question is at which link the contra- 
dictions are the most acute, where the 
weakest link of imperialism lies and where 
the revolutionary forces are at the ready. 

It is not accidental that today Asia, 
Africa and Latin America have turned into 
zones of revolutionary tempest. Sharp na- 
tional and class contradictions that give 
rise to revolution have been concentrated 
here more than anywhere else. 

Contradictions between the imperialists 
and the peoples of these countries and con- 
tradictions between the exploiting class and 
the working people of these countries are 
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interwoven, and contradictions among impe- 
trialist powers and among the groups of 
monopoly capital are in conflict in these 
areas. 

Contradictions between the socialist camp 
and the imperialist camp also find expres- 
sion there in various forms. 

Underlying the contradictions betweer. 
imperialism and the oppressed nations are 
class contradictions. Contradictions between 
the capitalist class of imperialist powers 
and the working class and other toiling 
masses of colonial and dependent countries, 
above all, constitute the main content of 
the contradictions between imperialism and 
the oppressed nations. 

The working class and people in colonial 
and dependent countries are undergoing 
twofold and threefold exploitation and op- 
pression, more rigorous than the. exploita- 
tion and oppression in the developed capi- 
talist countries. Peoples of these areas are 
subjected to barbarous national, racial and 
class oppression and exploitation by the 
imperialists. 

Exploitation and plunder of foreign im- 
perialists, coupled with the tyranny of the 
native ruling classes, have become even 
more unbearable. 

All these add to the enormous sufferings 
of the peoples of these areas and inevitably 
drive them onto the road of revolution. 

Subjective forces capable of carrying out 
the revolution are ready in a number o! 
countries in these areas. 


There are the revolutionary working class, 
which grew up amid the most wanton sup- 
pression of the imperialists, and the revolu- 
tionary peasant masses; there are a number 
of seasoned and tempered Marxist-Leninist 
Parties. 

In countless battles against class enemies 
the peoples and Parties of these areas have 
been reared into powerful revolutionary de- 
tachments. 


It is thanks to all this that the storm of 
revolution is raging so powerfully over 
these regions to shatter imperialism. 

What approach is to be taken towards 
the upsurge of national-liberation revolu- 
tion today concerns, in the final analysis, 
the question of principle for all Communists 
—whether to make revolution or not. World 
revolution is impossible if one slights the 


national-liberation movement and does not 


believe in its strength. 

That some people do not recognize the 
enormous revolutionary significance of the 
national-liberation struggle shows precisely 
that they are disinclined to make revolution. 

These people arrogantly claim that the 
peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
cannot accomplish the revolution on their 
own and that they can win the revolution 
only under the leadership of the European 
working class. 

Those who put up such argument are dis- 
torting Lenin’s thesis on proletarian hege- 
mony in the revolution of a single country. 
They allege that it is quite natural for the 
Furopean working class to lead the natio- 
nal-liberation struggle of the peoples of co- 
lonial and dependent countries and that no 
one can dare refute this. | 

Leadership of the “working class to the 
peasant masses and other working people 
is undoubtedly an indispensable condition 
for the victory of revolution in a single 
country. 

However, it is totally wrong to apply 
this thesis mechanically to the relations be- 
tween the labour movement in Europe and 
the national-liberation struggle of the peo- 
ples in colonial and dependent countries. 
This is an adulteration of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism. 

As historical facts show, the peoples of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America have been 
waging a revolutionary struggle for them- 
selves and have already won great vic- 
tories. 

The main thing is for the internationai 
working class and national-liberation mov- 
ements to support and assist each other 
and to strengthen their alliance. There is 
not, nor should there be, a relationship of 
one side leading the other or any relation- 
ship of one subordinating the other. 

The view that Europe should lead Asia, 
Africa and Latin America is a product 0} 
the reactionary bourgeois idea of regard- 
ing the peoples of colonial and dependent 
countries as “inferior nations,’ which ori- 
ginates from geographical and racial pre- 
judices. Marxist-Leninists should under no 
circumstances become captives to such a 
bourgeois idea. 

True Marxist-Leninists should, first ol 
all, set a revolutionary example on the com- 


mon front against imperialism before claim- 
ing the “leading role” in world revolution. 

If one looks down upon the struggle of 
other people, while not making revolution 
himself, that is nothing but an act of na- 
tional chauvinism. Communists should value 
the fruits of struggle won by the people on 
the front of anti-imperialist revolution, no 
matter how small they may be, and learn 
from them open-mindedly. 

Geographical and racial prejudices are 
taboo among Communists. Communists are 
related to each other by the common. goal— 
the fulfilment of world revolution—in what- 
ever regions, in whatever country they may 
fight. 

If revolution should break out in Europe 
today, it would bring immense joy to the 
peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
it would be a great ‘support to their strug- 
gle. Similarly, the victory of revolution in 
Asian, African and Latin American coun- 
tries today constitutes a great encourage- 
ment to the working class of Europe. There- 
fore, no matter where and by whom vic- 
tory is won, it is a common victory, a source 
of common joy of progressive mankind the 
world over. There is no ground whatever 
to be unhappy about the revolution in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America, where the situa- 
tion is ripe and the masses are ready to 
fight. 

Some often wield the authority and tra- 
ditions of their Parties to force their anti- 
Marxist views on _ the national-liberation 
struggle upon others. 

As for the traditions and authority of such 
Parties, all Communists have regard for 
them. They highly appraise the past revolu- 
tionary exploits of these Parties and draw 
on their experience. 

Important as the past is, more important 
is how one fights today against imperialism 
and for world revolution. Showing off the 
traditions and past exploits cannot replace 
the revolutionary work. The authority ot 
the revolutionary Parties is built up amidst 
the flames of struggle. Once. the working 
class Party retreats from the revolutionary 
position, it forfeits respect. 

Communists should make practical con- 
tributions to world revolution not by empty: 
words or by boasting of their past exploits, 
but by fighting imperialism and support- 
ing the fighting people. 
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The strengthening of the national-libera- 
tion movement is the way to reinforce the 
revolutionary force of the world proletariat, 
the way to hasten the final ruin of impe- 
rialism and the way to facilitate victory for 
world revolution. Anyone who fights for 
world revolution in good faith should direct 
the greatest attention to the national-lib- 
eration struggle of the peoples of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America, which have 
turned into zones of revolutionary tempest 
today, and should do everything in their 
power for the victory of this struggle. 


6. THE WORKING CLASS AND THE 
OPPRESSED NATIONS OF THE 
WHOLE WORLD MUST UNITE 


Today the entire revolutionary forces of 
the world. should constantly expand and 
strengthen the common struggle against 
imiperialism. 

The socialist camp, the international la- 
bour movement and the national-liberation 
movement are powerful revolutionary for- 
ces on the common front against imperial- 
ism at the present time. These revolutionary 
forces should firmly unite with each other 
and cement their militant solidarity. 

Unity is the most powerful weapon in the 
hands of the international working class 
and the oppressed nations. The strengthen- 
ing of their unity redoubles their might. 
When they are united, the working class 
and the oppressed nations can destroy any 
fortress of imperialism. 

It is the very unity of the socialist camp, 
the international working class and the op- 
pressed nations that the imperialists fear 
more than anything else. In order to check 
the revolutionary movements which are 
growing in all countries of the world, they 
are manoeuvring to align all the reaction- 
ary forces and destroy the unity of the for- 
ces of revolution. 

The working class and the oppressed na- 
tions of the whole world must unite and 
counter such manoeuvrings of the imperial- 
ists. 

The socialist camp, the international la- 
bour movement and the national-liberation 
movement should resolutely wage revolu- 
tionary struggles against imperialism on 
their respective fronts. They should thus 
deal blows at the imperialists led by U.S. 
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imperialism so as to prevent them from ar- 
bitrary actions. 

Here the socialist camp, first of all, should 
play an important role. 

The countries in the socialist camp should 
regard it as an internationalist duty eman- 
ating from the very nature of Marxism- 
Leninism and of the socialist countries to 
give active support and encouragement to 
the national-liberation struggle. The coun- 
tries of the socialist camp as the base oi 
world revolution should persistently oppose 
the predatory colonial policy of the impe- 
rialists and actively struggle to safeguard 
the rights of the oppressed nations on the 
international arena. They should also ren- 
der active support, material and spiritual, 
to all forms of liberation struggles waged 
by the oppressed nations including armed 
struggle. 

This strengthens the allied forces of the 
socialist camp and the international work- 
ing class and accelerates their common vic- 
tory over imperialism. 

Due to the manoeuvrings of the revision- 
ists, however, certain socialist countries 
have failed to perform this important mis- 
sion today: 

Certain people do not want revolution 
and are afraid of hurting the feelings of 
ihe imperialists. They, therefore, not only 
do not support the liberation struggle of 
the oppressed nations but also obstruct it. 
What is important for them is not their 
unity with the oppressed nations but their 
compromise with the ruling circles of im- 
perialism, not the abolition of colonies but 
the “tranquil” preservation of the status 
quo. 

These people even allege that to support 
the national-liberation struggles in colonies 
is to interfere in the internal affairs of co- 
lonial powers. 

This is tantamount to throwing overboard 
the historical cause and _ internationalist 
duty of the working class. 

However vociferously one may talk about 
internationalism, there can be no genuine 
internationalist action if one does not ex- 
tend active support to the peoples fighting 
the imperialists at the cost of their blood. 

A socialist country is by no means entitl- 
ed to consider itself to have fulfilled its rev- 
olutionary duty even if it has won victory 
in the revolution earlier than others. The 


Marxist-Leninists cannot pretend ignorance 
of the fact that hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple are still groaning under the oppression 
of capital and fighting against it in many 
parts of the world. 

Along with the socialist camp, the work- 
ing class in the capitalist countries musi 
support the liberation struggle of the op- 
pressed nations by waging a revolutionary 
struggle against imperialism. 

Under imperialist domination, the posi- 
tion of the working class in the capitalist 
countries is the same as that of the oppres- 
sed peoples. 

The imperialists, with a view to intensify- 
ing their plunder of colonial peoples, en- 
gage in all. sorts of manoeuvrings to est- 
range the working class in metropolitan 
countries from the peoples in colonies. They 
attempt to contaminate the working class 
with the ideas of national chauvinism and 
racism, they attempt to bribe the upper 
crust of the working calss with part of the 
super profits squeezed out of colonies and 
to disorganize its ranks. 

The working class of the capitalist coun- 
tries should thoroughly frustrate such sin- 
ister designs and intrigues on the part oi 
the imperialist ruling circles and unfold 
resolute struggles against their policies of 
aggression and plunder in colonies and de- 
pendencies. Full support should be given 
to the right of the peoples in colonies and 
dependent countries to complete indepen- 
dence, and the class struggle should be 
waged more vigorously against the capi- 
talist system. 

This is the way for the working class in 
the capitalist countries to contribute to the 
development of the liberation struggles of 
the colonial nations, the way to step up 
their own class emancipation. 

In no circumstances must the Communist 
Parties in the capitalist countries be servile 
to the ruling circles of their respective coun- 
tries without organizing such struggle. 

Unless direct and decisive support is gi- 
ven to the national-liberation movement in 
colonies through the revolutionary strug- 
gle, the revolutionary solidarity between 
the international working class and _ the 
i nations remains entirely empty 
alk, 

Engels pointed out that “no nation can 
be free. if it oppresses. other nations.”’*? 


This truth must not be forgotten. 

If the working class of all countries in- 
cluding the socialist countries regards their 
support to the liberation struggles of the 
oppressed nations as a sort of “burden” 
or a sort of “charity,” it is a grave mis- 
take. It is not the right attitude for Com- 
a to care only for boasting of their 
aid. 

Aid is by no means unilateral. 

The relationship between the internatio- 
nal working class and the oppressed nations 
is always that of mutual support and mu- 
tual aid. The support given by the socialist 
countries and the working class of the capi- 
talist countries expedites the victory of the 
oppressed nations in their liberation strug- 


gle. 

On the other hand, the liberation struggle 
of the oppressed nations helps. create by 
dealing blows at imperialism favourable 
conditions for socialist construction in the 
socialist countries and the revolutionary 
struggle of the working class in the capi- 
talist countries. 


“The victory of the working class... and 
the liberation of the oppressed peoples from 
the yoke of imperialism are impossible with- 
out the formation and the consolidation of 
a common revolutionary front.” (Stalin) *® 

The common front of the socialist camp. 
the international working class and the op- 
pressed nations—this is a decisive condi- 
tion for the ultimate triumph of the inter- 
national labour movement and the national- 
liberation revolution against imperialism. 


The activities of the international demo- 
cratic organizations on the common. anti- 
imperialist front are of great importance 
today. 

The international democratic organiza- 
tions embrace hundreds of millions of the 
working people and progressive forces ol 
the world. These organizations set it as their 
task to fight for peace and democracy, na- 
tional independence and social progress. 

So, it is one of the central tasks in their 
activities to oppose imperialism and coloni- 
alism and support the liberation struggle 
of the oppressed nations. 

In this respect, these organizations did 
much work in the past, which was a great 
encouragement to the oppressed nations. It 
is hardly possible, indeed, to talk about a 
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lasting peace and the happiness of peoples 
apart from the struggle for the complete 
emancipation of the oppressed nations. 


But today certain people are trying to 
divert the activities of the international de- 
mocratic organizations from their original 
mission. They are forcing the organiza- 
tions to abandon their anti-imperialist strug- 
gle and are preventing them from giving 
support to the national-liberation struggle. 


They demand that the international de- 
mocratic organizations should keep entirely 
tc the line of peaceful co-existence and dis- 
armament, thus causing confusion and split 
in them. Modern revisionists would not 
allow people even to voice their denuncia- 
tion of imperialism from the rostrums olf 
meetings of these organizations. According 
to their view, the bourgeoisie will be frigh- 
tened if voices are raised against imperial- 
ism. 

Which is really important, to unite with 
hundreds of millions of peoples in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America or to join hands 
with the upper strata of the bourgeoisie at 
the risk of losing that large, powerful allied 
force? 


The answer is clear. 

The modern revisionists value compro- 
mise and collusion with the ruling circles 
of imperialism more than anything else. 


They are machinating to turn the inter- 
national democratic organizations struggl- 
ing for safeguarding peace against imperi- 
alism into bourgeois pacifist organizations 
which prettify the U.S: and other imperial- 
ists, create illusions about them and para- 
lyze the fighting spirit of the people. 

The international democratic organiza- 
tions must never fall back from their ori- 
ginal mission. They must fight determined- 
ly against the splitting, capitulationist acts 
of the modern revisionists and render ac- 
tive support to the liberation struggle of the 
oppressed nations holding aloft the banner 
of anti-imperialist struggle. 

It is very important in the struggle a- 
gainst imperialism and _ colonialism to 
strengthen close cooperation and unity a- 
mong the peoples of Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America. 

The common position and the common 
objective of the peoples: in these parts of the 
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world demand firm unity in the interests 
of the common struggle against imperial- 


ism. Once they are closely united and inten- 


sify the struggle against imperialism, their 
common enemy, the Asian, African and 
Latin American peoples can drive imperial- 
ism into a tight corner and deal bigger 
blows at it. 


It will, at the same time, enable them to 
attain national liberation, consolidate the 
independence already achieved and secure 
an independent development. 


For a common victory, it is important to- 
day to strengthen ties and hold necessary 
meetings of the governments and trading 
organizations of the Asian, African and 
Latin American countries, and set up or- 
ganizations for common struggle. 


That will make it possible to exchange 
experience in struggles, work out program- 
mes of joint struggle, strengthen mutual 
support and cooperation and unfold vigor- 
ous struggles against imperialism. 


Such activities are meant to ensure equal 
and free development for the Asian, Afri- 
can and Latin American peoples in inter- 
national relations and protect the rights 
and demands of the oppressed nations. 


This is the way to cement the unity with 
the international working class and reinfor- 
ce the world peace movement. 

Now, some persons also oppose vigor- 
ously the efforts of the peoples in these 
parts of the world to strengthen their unity 
and cooperation. 


They are opposed to international meet- 
ings of representatives of various social 
strata in Asia, Africa and Latin America 
aimed at discussing measures together for 
anti-imperialist, anti-colonialist struggles. 
They slander and vilify such activities as 
“geographical” and “racist” “isolationist 
actions” “rather than an  anti-imperialist 
struggle.” 

What a strange logic this is! 

If they are Marxist-Leninists, they should 
not be prejudiced against the flames of rev- 
olution raging in all their fury in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America today, but ought 
ta be rejoiced at and actively encourage 
them and step up world revolution. 


If the united international activities of 
the peoples in these parts against impe- 


rialism and colonialism are not an anti- 
imperialist struggle, what are they? 

As one of their methods of preserving 
their colonial privileges, the imperialists 
take advantage of racial and religious dif- 
ferences and other things still remaining 
jin Asia, Africa and Latin America to cause 
strife deliberately in these parts. They at- 
tempt to make Asians fight each other in 
Asia, Africans in Africa and Latin Ameri- 
cans in Latin America. 


What is wrong with it for the peoples 
of these parts to find ways and means to 
counter jointly the sinister aggressive 
manoeuvrings of the imperialists through 
international meetings and _ coordinated 
joint organizations? 

Those who oppose, on the absurd ground 
of being “racial” and “geographical,” the 
activities of the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America for their unity want to serve 
the policy of imperialism designed to est- 
range the peoples in these areas from each 
other and set them against each other. It 
could not be otherwise. 


That historic Bandung Conference of 
Asian-African countries dealt a severe blow 
at imperialism and colonialism and contri- 
buted greatly to the cause of world peace. 
And the Afro-Asian People’s Solidarity Or- 
ganization already organized plays a big 
role in intensifying the anti-imperialist, anti- 
colonialist struggle of the peoples in these 
parts of the world. 


There can be no ground whatsoever to 
oppose the joint organizations aimed at the 
unity of the Asian, African and Latin Ame- 
rican peoples. 


In short, certain people stand opposed 
fo the measures taken by the peoples in 
these areas for their unity because, in actua! 
fact, they fear the spread of the flames of 
the anti-imperialist, anti-colonial struggle 
and do not want the revolution at all. 


We are convinced that the strengthening 

oi the unity of the peoples in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America, the strengthening ol 
the unity of the socialist camp, the working 
class and the oppressed nations of the whole 
world are the essential guarantee for the 
victory in the people’s struggle of our times 
Or peace, democracy, national independen- 
ce and socialism. 


The working class and the oppressed na- 
tions throughout the world will unite firmly 
to wage a decisive struggle against coloni- 
alism and national oppression of all 
shades. 


Today the revisionists are doing incalcu- 
lable harm to the international communist 
movement and the national-liberation strug- 
gle. They are now pursuing the road of 
splitting and undermining the working- 
class Parties of various countries. 


Abusing the authority of their Party, cer- 
tain people have forced revisionism upon 
Parties in other countries, thus driving these 
Parties into confusion and making them 
impotent. 

As a result, some Parties have failed to 
guarantee correct leadership for the natio- 
nal-liberation struggle, and fail to play their 
role as revolutionary Parties of the work- 
ing class. 

The revisionists are interfering in the in- 
ternal affairs of other Parties at will and 
place them completely under their thumb. 


They have kicked up a row in a number 
of Parties, excluding and expelling staunch 
Marxist-Leninists from the Party ranks. 


At present certain people are abusing the 
principle of democratic centralism to spread 
and justify their revisionism. 


On the instructions, and under the coer- 
cion, of these people, some Parties are che- 
cking the revolutionary activities of Marx- 
ist-Leninists, persecuting them on charges 
of “sectarianism,” “‘splittism,’ and all sorts 
of ideological charges, and even expelling 
them from the Party ranks unreasonably. 
By doing so the revisionists are in effect 
splitting the Parties of other countries. 


The principle of democratic centralism is 
a revolutionary principle of organisation 
that consolidates the Party on Marxist- 
Leninist principles. 

This is necessary for strengthening the 
Party ranks on Marxist-Leninist principles 
and enhancing the militant role of the 
Party. But, on the contrary, the principle 
of democratic centralism is abused by the

revisionists to split the Party and perse- 
cute steadfast Communists. This must never 
be tolerated. 

Those steadfast Marxist-Leninists unjust- 
ly expelled from certain Parties cannot but 
unite themselves, and form new Communist 
organisations in the interests of the revolu- 
tion. 

Their action is entirely justified. 

Today the differences within the interna- 
tional communist movement have developed 
into the question of principle that affects 
Marxism-Leninism and the destiny of world 
revolution. 

Should the question of the differences be 
obscured and left undecided, it would fur- 
ther foster revisionism and thereby inflict 
an irretrievable damage on the cause of 
world revolution. We consider that the solu- 
tion of the question of the differences can- 
not be consigned to the “lapse of time,” 
to spontaneity. The interests of the revolu- 
tion do not permit the infiltration of any 
ideas that run counter to Marxism-Lenin- 
ism into the ranks of the fighting people. 
No Communist can sit with folded arms 
even a moment when revisionism spreads 
in the ranks of the international labour 
movement and the national-liberation strug- 
gle. He must fight revisionism to the last 
and must clearly distinguish between righi

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and wrong basing himself on the principles 
of Marxism-Leninism. Revisionism must be 
eradicated thoroughly from the Party ranks 
and the Party must be built up in a rev- 
olutionary way on the basis of Marxism- 
Leninism. Only then can the Party secure 
its leading role and make advance in the 
revolutionary struggle. 

Revisionism is doomed to ruin. Through 
the resolute struggle against revisionism, 
the international communist movement will 
achieve a new, great unity based on Marx- 
ism-Leninism and emerge victorious. 


Communists of all countries have before 
them the Declaration and the Statement of 
the Meetings of Representatives of the Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties, their guide 
to action, which were adopted unanimously. 
All Communists should, without exception, 
adhere strictly to Marxism-Leninism and 
the revolutionary principles of the Declara- 
tion and the Statement of the Meetings of 
Representatives of the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties and safeguard firmly the 
unity and solidarity of the socialist camp, 
the international labour movement and the 
national-liberation movement. 

Communists and working men _ of all 
lands, let us march on vigorously holding 
aloft the banner of all-conquering Marxism- 
Leninism!

Following is a translation of an editorial published in the January 21 
issue of “Rodong Shinmoon” in commemoration of the fortieth anniversary 
of the death of V.1. Lenin. 


Forty years have elapsed since the ar- 
dent heart of V. I. Lenin, the great leader 
and teacher of the working class and the 
oppressed and exploited peoples of the whole 
world, ceased to beat. 


The immortal revolutionary banner of 
Lenin is triumphantly flying in all parts of 
the globe, gripping the hearts of the work- 
ing people of the world all the more firmly 
with every passing day; it is confidently 
leading mankind to a bright morrow. 


Lenin, the great genius of revolution, de- 
voted his whole life to the revolutionary 
cause of the working class, to the freedom 
and happiness of the oppressed and exploit- 
ed peoples of the world. 


Lenin upheld the revolutionary essence 
of Marxism in the uncompromising strug- 
gle against the opportunist trends of all 
hues including revisionism of the Second 
International and further developed and 
enriched it in conformity with the new con- 
dition of the era of imperialism and the pro- 
letarian revolution. Lenin further perfected 
the theory on the socialist revolution and 
the proletarian dictatorship, formulated the 
organisational, ideological and tactical prin- 
ciples of the Marxist Party of a new type, 
mapped out a great programme for the 
building of socialism, thereby providing a 
new, powerful revolutionary weapon to the 
Working class and toiling people of the 
whole world. 


Leninism is Marxism of the era of impe- 
rialism and the theory and tactics of the 
proletarian revolution. 


Active in the era of imperialism when the 
contradictions of capitalism had reached 
their extreme, when the proletarian revolu- 
tion had become an immediate practical 
question, Lenin founded a systematic theory 
on imperialism on the basis of the law of 
emergence, development and _ fall of capi- 
talism discovered by Marx and expounded 
the historical position of imperialism as the 
highest stage of the development of capi- 
talism, decaying and moribund capitalism 
and as the eve of the socialist revolution. 


Scientifically elucidating the fundamental 
characteristics of imperialism, Lenin point- 
ed out that the exploiting and aggressive 
nature of capitalism reaches the climax at 
the stage of imperialism and that imperial- 
ism is the very source of modern war. 


Lenin condemned the U.S. imperialists, 
the ringleaders of world reaction, for 
having “opened an especially tragic page 
in the sanguinary history of sanguinary 
imperialism” and, branding them as “be- 
asts” and “robbers,” exposed that “in every 
dollar” plundered by the billionaires of 
the United States “there are marks of 
blood from the sea of the blood shed by ten 
million dead and twenty million maimed.” 


Lenin noted that the exploiting and agg- 
ressive nature, parasitism and decay of im- 
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perialism inevitably sharpen to the extreme 
the contradictions between labour and ca- 
pital, between the peoples of the colonial 
and dependent countries and the imperial- 
ist countries and between the imperialist 
powers, and that both the fall of imperial- 
ism and the victory of socialism are inevit- 
able. 

Lenin’s theory on imperialism dealt a 
crushing blow to the revisionists of the 
Second International who tried to veil the 
ageressive and predatory nature of imperi- 
alism and embellish it, talking glibly about 
“supra-imperialism” and the like, and pre- 
ached compromise with imperialism. 

Lenin’s theory on imperialism is the 
starting point of the revolutionary strategy 
and tactics of the proletariat formulated by 
him in a genius way and is a powerful re- 
volutionary weapon of the working people 
and the oppressed and exploited people of 
the whole world in the anti-imperialist re- 
volutionary struggle. 

The theory on the proletarian dictator- 
ship is the cornerstone of Leninism. 


Lenin taught that for the revolutionary 
overthrow of the capitalist system and the 
building of socialism and communism by 
the working class the proletarian dictator- 
ship must be reinforced steadily throughout 
the whole period of transition from capital- 
ism to communism. Only by relying upon 
the revolutionary dictatorship can _ the 
working class suppress the resistance of 
the overthrown exploiting class, safeguard 
the gains of socialism from foreign agegres- 
sors, enlist the peasants and other non-pro- 
letarian masses in the building of social- 
ism, educate and remould all the working 
people in the ideas of the working class, 
liquidate all the class differences step by 
step and successfully lay the material and 
technical foundation of socialism and com- 
munism., 

Lenin said: “A Marxist is one who ex- 


essence of Marx’s doctrine of the 
state is assimilated only by those who 
understand that the dictatorship of a single 


class is necessary not only for class society 
in general, not only for the proletariat 


which has overthrown the bourgeoisie, but 
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for the’ entire historical period between 


capitalism and ‘classless society, commun- 
ism.” 

Pointing out that the dictatorship of the 
proletariat is not.opposed to democracy but 
is the highest. form of democracy, Lenin 
said: “The dictatorship of the proletariat 
must inevitably lead, not only to a change 
in the forms and institutions of democracy, 
speaking generally, but to such a change 
as will lead to the extension of the actual 
enjoyment of democracy to those who are 
oppressed by capitalism, to the toiling 
classes, to 2 degree hitherto unprecedented 
in world history.” 

Underscoring, in particular, the import- 
ance of the guiding and directing role of 
the revolutionary party of the working 
class in the system of the proletarian dic- 
tatorship, Lenin said that the tasks of the 
proletarian dictatorship cannot be carried 
out successfully without a steel-like party 
tempered in the struggle and linked with 
the masses by kindred ties. 

As historical experiences show, the we- 
akening of the proletarian dictatorship and 
the guiding role of the party will inevitably 
increase bourgeois influence, disarm the 
revolutionary ranks before the offensive of 
counter-revolution and endanger the revo- 
lutionary cause of the working class. 

The revolutionary theory of Lenin is om- 
nipotent because it is a truth; it is invin- 
cible because of its staunch partisanship 
and revolutionizing propensity. 

Lenin not only founded a great theory 
for the revolutionary transformation of the 
world but also established and reared the 
steel-like Bolshevik Party and led the great 
October Socialist Revolution to victory, 
thus opening up a new era in the history 
of mankind, the era of transition from cap- 
italism to socialism. 

In the past forty years since the death of 


Lenin a_ great revolutionary change has 
taken place in the development of world 
history. 


Under the leadership of the Comrnunist 
Party of the Soviet Union headed by 
Stalin who took over the cause of Lenin, 
the Soviet people smashed the counter-re-

Our Party won a great victory in the so- 
cialist revolution and socialist construc- 
tion in a brief span of time by adhering to 
the revolutionary principles advanced by 
Lenin and creatively applying them to the 
specific conditions of our country.

of the peoples in Southeast Asia and further 
strengthening their armed aggression on the

The fresh aggressive scheme of U.S. im- 
perialism not only spells a grave menace to 
the independence and security of the coun- 
tries on the Indian Ocean and in Southeast 
Asia, if is a wanton challenge to peace in 
Asia and the rest of the world. 

The Korean people, together with the 
peace-loving peoples of the world, are 
vehemently protesting and denouncing the 
fresh aggressive scheme of the U.S. imperial- 
ists. 

The U.S. Seventh Fleet is a special detach- 
ment of the U.S. imperialists to commit ag- 
gression on other countries and interference 
in their internal affairs.

No aggressive manoeuvres of U.S. im- 
perialism can check the united struggle of 
the Asian, African and Latin American peo- 
ples for national independence, freedom, and 
peace, and U.S. imperialism is destined to 
meet an ignominious defeat. 


The Korean people strongly demand that 
the U.S. Seventh Fleet withdraw from the 
Far Eastern areas immediately and U.S. im- 
perialism quit Asia without delay taking with 
it all aggressive armed forces. 
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
